SIXTY-=-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


Your Council has pleasure in submitting to the 
members their report of the work of the Chamber during 


the past ‘year. 


Once more the Chamber has been chiefly occupied 
with difficult trade problems arising from war conditions, 
especially during the dark days of the German advance. 
Keen anxiety arose with regard to the supply of raw 
materials and coal, and the extraordinary demands for 
military clothing for British and Allied troops put a 
tremendous strain upon the productive power of the 
industry at a time when there was an urgent need of 
more men for the Army. Happily, before the end of the 
year the war clouds lifted and the unexampled valour 
of the Allied Forces resulted in victory and a cessation 


of hostilities. 
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In looking back upon the history of four years of 
terrible warfare, the City of Bradford, and the wool 
textile trade of which it is the centre, may justly claim 
credit for the honourable part it has played during a 
period of National peril. Not only have the millions of 
fighting men been better clothed in wool garments than 
any preceding armies, but Bradford holds a high place 
amongst the great industrial centres with regard to 
enlistments in His Majesty’s Forces, investments in War ~ 
Loans and War Savings Certificates, war work of all 
descriptions, in generous support of deserving institu- 
tions, and in its care of the dependents of men who 


went to fight their country’s battles. 


The coming of the Dawn of Peace opens up a new 
era in which there may be trade problems no less com- 
plex than those of war, but if they be faced with a 
spirit of co-operation by all concerned, they will no doubt 


be satisfactorily solved. 


ORGANISATION. 


Membership.—The Membership of the Chamber 
still continues to grow. During the year 70 new members 
were admitted and deducting a loss of 7 from 
resignations or other causes, the net increase was 63. 
On the 3lst December, the membership of the Chamber 
comprised 4 life members, 6 honorary members, and 966 


ordinary members, making a grand total of 976. There 
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is still room for a further increase, and members are 
urged to induce their business friends who are not yet 
members to join the Chamber. An alphabetical and also 
a Classified list of the membership appears at the end 
of this Report. 


Annual Meeting.—The Sixty-eighth Annual Meeting 
of members of the Chamber was held on Tuesday, 12th 
February, 1918, Mr. J. H. Robinson, J.P., President, in 
the chair.

Losses by Death.—Your Council have to report 
with deep regret the loss by death during the year of three 
prominent members of the Chamber: Capt. John 
Bland, J.P., (Lord Mayor), who was a member of the 
Council of the Chamber for 6 years, Ald. John E. 
Fawcett, J.P., who was President in 1912 and 1913, 
Vice-President from 1907 to 1911, and Chairman for 
many years of the Wool Trade Section of the Chamber, 
and Ald. W. C. Lupton, J .P., who was a member of 
the Council during the three years he was Mayor of 
the City. 


At the meeting of the Council 31st December, a 
resolution of sympathy was passed with Mr. W. A. 
Whitehead, J.P., a Past President, on the death of Mrs. 
Whitehead, a former Mayoress, and to Mr. John Emsley, 
J.P., on the untimely death of his gallant son, Captain 
J. A. Emsley. 


Bradford Grammar School.—At the meeting of 
the Council, 30th July, Mr. W. H. Lister, J.P., was 
appointed the Chamber's representative on the Board 
of Governors in place of Ald. John E. Fawcett, J.P., 


deceased. 
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Questions arising out of the War. 

Scarcity of Timber. Restrictions in the Use of 
Packing Cases.—The Committee appointed in the 
previous year to assist and advise the Timber Controller 
in all matters relating to the packing of goods, and the © 
sranting of permits for timber supplies, continued its 
work throughout the year. The Committee sat weekly, 
and investigated a large number of applications. The 
members of the Committee had also several Confer- 
ences with the Timber Controller in London and with the 
other Advisory Committees throughout the country in 


London and Manchester. 


At the close of the year the Controller of Timber Sup- 
plies, in intimating to the Committee the withdrawal of 
the Packing Case and Lapping Board Order, 1918, and 
of the regulation requiring permits for the purchase of 


timber added :— 


“The Controller desires me, in conclusion, to express his 
appreciation of the manner in which the Timber Advisory Com- 
mittee of your Chamber has co-operated with the Department in 
connection with the issue of permits, and to say how very useful 
the assistance rendered in this direction has been to the Depart- 


. 


ment.”’ 


War Trade Department Wool Conferences.— 
These Conferences have been held monthly throughout 
the year, and have been attended by representatives of 
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the Chamber. Various questions connected with the 
export of tops, noils, wastes, yarns, and piece goods to 
various Allied and Neutral Countries have been dis- 
cussed from time to time. This has assisted Govern- 


ment Departments to keep in touch with Exporters. 


War Trade Department Cotton Conferences.— 
These Conferences have been held every two months 
throughout the year, and have been attended on behalf 
of the Chamber by Mr. T. E. Jennings, of Messrs. Pollard, 
Ambler & Co., who has furnished valuable reports of 


the proceedings. 


Wool (Restriction of Consumption) Order, 
1917.—-Room and Power’ ‘Tenancies.—At_ the 
meeting of the Room and Power Committee, held April 


18th, Mr. H. Hellewell and Mr. F. L. Wade reported that 
the Landlords’ Committee refused to confirm the arrange- 
ment made by the Joint Sub-Committee of landlords and 
tenants, with regard to allowances for enforced standing, 
unJess various alterations in rates and terms, and advances 


in rents were conceded by Tenants generally. 


The Committee considered that the Chamber had no 
power or locus stand to interfere in any way with in- 
dividual tenancy agreements or leases, and could only 
deal with the matter as a general trade question. ‘They 
therefore agreed that as no further progress could be 
made they were compelled to leave outstanding matters 


for individual settlement. 
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It is matter for regret that the landlords would 
not agree to an Arbitration Panel, composed of Land- 
lords and Tenants, under impartial Chairmanship, to 
which the former might have brought cases of hardship 
equally with the tenants, but their main object appeared 
to be a flat rate per comb, spindle and loom, regardless 


of other factors. 


Imports and Exports (Temporary Control) Bill. 
At a meeting of the Wool, Top and Noil Export Section 
on the 15th January, and also at the meeting of the 
Council on the 19th February, a report was submitted 
of the Deputation from the Wool Téxtile Association — 
which had recently waited on the President of the Board 
of Trade, when Sir Albert Stanley gave the assurance 
that the question was principally one of ships and 
tonnage, and that there was no desire on the part of the 
Government to continue control over trade any longer 


than was absolutely necessary. 


Mr. T. H. Jones, O.B.E.—At the meeting of the 
Wool, Top and Noil Export Section, held on the 15th 
January, it was resolved to congratulate Mr. T. H. Jones, 
Chairman of the Wool Sub-Committee of the War Trade 
Department, on the honour His Majesty had conferred 
upon him. 


Textile Exports Shipping Committee.—At a 
meeting of the Advisory Committee 18th February a 
letter was read from the Ministry of Shipping, intimating 
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the formation of a Committee representative of exporters 
of cotton and woollen goods, to maintain a close touch 
with the Ministry and to advise as to any steps that - 
could be taken to minimise loss and inconvenience to the 
trade, and in particular to suggest and administer an 


organisation for rationing available space should that 
become necessary. 


The Committee appointed Mr. T. Longbottom (of 
Messrs. A. & 8. Henry & Co., Ltd.) and Mr. George 
Booth (of Messrs. Booth, Billing & Co.), the Chamber’s 
representatives on this Committee. This Committee sat 
in Manchester, had numerous meetings, to consider 
applications for space in the vessels available. By this 
means disappointment and inconvenience to the trade 
were prevented, and great congestion on the railways 


and at the docks was avoided. 


In intimating the conclusion of the work on account 
of the greatly improved position with regard to shipping, 
the Secretary of the Committee, Mr. A. B. Ball, wrote 
to the Secretary of the Bradford Chamber on the 17th 
of December :— 


““T am desired to express to you the hearty thanks of the 
Committee for the help which from time to time you have given 
them in carrying out the working of the scheme, which was 
entrusted by the Board of Trade and the Ministry of Shipping to 
the Committee, and on which you have been so worthily repre- 


sented by Mr. Booth and Mr. Longbottom.” 
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Employment of Invalided and Disabled Soldiers. 
At the Council Meeting 19th February, a letter was 
read from the Association of Chambers of Commerce 
enquiring what steps, if any, the Chamber had taken to 
assist invalided officers in securing employment after 
demobilisation. Letter was also read from the Town 
Clerk enquiring as to the facilities existing in Bradford 
for the training and employment of disabled men, and 
what Public Bodies and firms were prepared to under- 
take such training and employment. The President 
reminded the Council that a Committee was sitting weekly 
in Bradford interviewing disabled soldiers, and that the 
Committee had been very successful in finding employ- 
ment for them. Employers in Bradford should give — 


the most favourable consideration to this question. 


Scarcity of Packing Material—The Council, at 
its meeting, 19th February, appointed Mr. T. Long- 
bottom (Messrs. A. & 8S. Henry & Co., Ltd.) and 
Mr. W.S. Stansfield (of the Bradford Dyers’ Association, 
Ltd.) to represent the Chamber in a joint Deputation 
from the Manchester and Bradford Chambers to the 
Director of Raw Materials with reference to the great 


scarcity of jute for packing purposes. 


War Trade Department Wool Sub-Committee.— 
At a meeting of the Advisory Committee, 15th April, 
the President reported that Lord Emmott, the 
Chairman of the War Trade Department, had asked him 


to suggest a successor on this Committee to the late Sir 
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Swire Smith, M.P. The Committee acceded to Lord 
Emmott’s request, and later Mr. Thos. Whiteley, Chair- 
man of the Manufacturers’ Section of the Chamber and 
a Member of the Council, was appointed to succeed Sir 
Swire Smith. 


Re-organisation of the Board of Trade.—The 
Memorandum issued by the Board of Trade on this 
subject was carefully considered by the Trade after the 
War Committee at its meeting, 4th April, when it was 
unanimously agreed to recommend to the Council the 
re-organisation of the Committees of the Chamber in 
order to bring them into line with the new Departments 
instituted by the Board of Trade. 


The recommendation of the Committee is as 


follows :—

At the Special Meeting of the Council, 5th 
April, the Chairman of the Trade after the War Com- 
mittee, Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith, submitted and explained 
the recommendations of his Committee. The Report 
received the cordial approval of the Council, and it was 
decided to re-organise the Chamber’s Committees in 


accordance therewith. 
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Road Transport.—At a meeting of the Council, — 
5th April, Mr. J. W. Buckle reported on the work 
which had been accomplished by the Committee regarding 
the utilisation and feeding of horses, which had been 
established by the Lord Mayor at the Town Hall at the 
instance of the Board of Trade. The Committee had 
Classified all the horses in Bradford, and had had them 
rationed without complaint. There was a great shortage 
of horses and food-stufis, and of petrol, and it was desir- 
able that all long distance traffic should be sent by rail. 


At a Conference of Chambers of Commerce in York- 
shire, held at Leeds on 23rd April, for the purpose of 
electing a representative of these Chambers on the 
Divisional Committee for the North-Eastern District, 
comprising Yorkshire, Mr. J. W. Buckle, of Bradford, 
was unanimously appointed. At this meeting, Mr. 
Buckle explained the action that had already been 
taken in Bradford in reference to economy in Road 


_ ‘Transport. 


At the meeting of the Council, 28th May, Mr. 
J. W. Buckle was appointed the representative of the 
Chamber on the Bradford Area Road Transport Com- 
mittee, of which Body he was afterwards unanimously 


elected Chairman. 


At the Council Meetings, 30th July and 24th 
September, Mr. Buckle reported on the work of the 
Area Road Transport Committee which showed that much 
good work had been accomplished and useless journeys 


eliminated. 
C 
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Demobilisation.—At the meeting of the Advisory 
Committee, 15th April, a letter was read from the 
National Alliance of Employers and Employed, regarding 
the co-operation on the part of both employers and 
employed in order that the utmost might be done to find 
employment for members of the various forces on 
demobilisation and the desirability of setting up a central 
statutory authority to regulate and supervise the work. 


The suggestion was unanimously approved. 


On 28th November, the Government issued a notice 
with reference to the release of men from His Majesty's 
Forces, which intimated that those engaged in commerce 
or finance, and who might be regarded as pivotal men, 
could be applied for by their employers through the 
Chamber of Commerce, of which they were members, or 
through the nearest Chamber of Commerce if not mem- 
bers of any Chamber. 


A further meeting was held by the Advisory Com- 
mittees, 12th December, when the Secretary reported 
that it had been arranged that the Wool Textile 
Production Committee of the Board of Control should 
deal with all persons concerned in production of wool, 
woollen, and worsted manufactures throughout the 
entire country, and that those engaged in distribution 
only, viz., Yarn Merchants, Piece Merchants, and Export 
Merchants, should be left to Chambers of Commerce 


to be dealt with. A special Demobilisation Committee 
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was accordingly appointed to deal with applications for 
the release of pivotal men, viz. :—

Merchants’ Section. 


Mr. Wm. Maude, Deputy Chairman, Piece Mer- 
chants’ Section. 


Mr. F. W. Petty, Chairman, Yarn Merchants’

Mr. C. Mossman, Chairman, Wool, Top and Noil 
Export Section. 


Mr. Joseph Clay, Deputy Chairman, Wool, Top 
and Noil Export Section. 
This Committee held three meetings before the close 
of the year and dealt with a considerable number of 


applications.- 


Export of Cotton Cloth with Worsted Borders.— 
On 19th April, a deputation from the Manchester and 
Bradford Chambers of Commerce waited upon the Board 
of Control of Wool Textile Production in Bradford and 
explained the difficulty some manufacturers had in ob- 
taining worsted yarns for borders for cotton cloths for 
the China trade. The trade was a very large one but 
the total quantity of worsted yarn required was estimated 
at a comparatively small figure. The Board of Control 
suggested the appointment of a Committee of the 
Manufacturers interested, to whom they would allocate 
the quantity of yarn required, leaving the Committee 


to distribute it amongst the various manufacturers. 
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Military Service Act.—Man Power.—On 23rd 
April, a Conference of Yorkshire Chambers of Commerce, 
with Col. Iremonger, Regional Director of National 
Service, was held in Leeds under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. J. M. McLaren, President of the Leeds Chamber. At 
this Conference a strong protest was made against the 
removal to another sphere of the Chief Recruiting Officer 
for Bradford, who had held that position since 1914, 
and thoroughly understood the circumstances of the 
trade of Bradford, and at a time when his special know- 
ledge of local requirements and the local trade would 
be most useful. <A similar protest was made by repre- 
sentatives from Hull in regard to their Chief Recruiting 
Officer. These protests were supported by the repre- 
sentatives of all the Chambers present. Col. Tremonger 
promised to put the views expressed before the War 
Office Authorities. 


An appeal was made to the Minister of National 
Service (Sir Auckland Geddes), who replied that the 
Chief Recruiting Officer in Bradford had been promoted 


to a higher appointment in another area. 


At the Council Meeting, 30th April, Mr. F. Firth, 
the Organiser appointed by the Local Military Tribunal 
to organise Committees of the various trades and 
sections of trade with regard to One-Man Businesses, 
addressed the Council and suggested that each section 


of the woollen and worsted trade should appoint a panel 
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to consider what arrangements should be made for the 
carrying on of One-Man Businesses where owners were 


called up for Military Service. 


Following this, meetings of the various Sections of 
the trade were convened and Panels appointed for the 
purpose. These Panels were of great assistance to the 
Bradford Military Tribunal. 


Visit to the French Front.—At the meeting of the 
Council, 28th May, letter was read from Mr. Dudley 
H. Illingworth stating that he was arranging with the 
French Government to conduct one or two parties of 
leading business men along the French Front to enable 
them to judge whether further help from Britain was 
needed for the wounded, and those who suffered from 
the War. 


Mr. Henry Ayrton, Mr. T. A. Corry, and Mr. John 


Emsley, J.P., were nominated for this purpose. 


Circumstances arose, however, which prevented the 


proposal being carried out. 


Disputes re Contracts.—At the Council Meeting, 
28th May, a letter was read from the Director of 
Wool Textile Production stating that the Board of 
Control were setting up Panels for the different branches 
of the industry to settle any disputes which might arise 


regarding contracts, and asking the Chamber to nominate 
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a gentleman to act in the interests of Yarn Merchants. 
Mr. F. W. Petty, Chairman of the Yarn Merchants’ 


Section, was unanimously nominated. 


French Red Cross.—At the Council Meeting on the 
25th June, the following letter was read from Mr. Dudley 
H. Illingworth :— }

France’s Day, 1918. Thank you very much for your letter 
of the 20th, from which I am glad to hear that this question is 
to be brought before the Council of the Bradford Chamber of 
Commerce to-morrow. Yorkshiremen have big hearts, and busi- 
ness men are the best able to appreciate what losses mean, so it. 


will need few words of mine to endorse this appeal. 


On a similar occasion last year I wrote you on my return 
from a visit along the French Front from Verdun to Rheims, when 
I had seen for the first time what War really means to a country 
invaded. -At that time, France, by all the rules of the game, was 
exhausted, and only holding out until the British Army, then 
arriving at its full strength, backed by American finance and 
material support, should at last, turn the scale. All these hopes 


were shattered by the Russian debacle, and now after twelve 
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more anxious months we find France still the bulwark of England 
and of civilisation, grimly fighting on until now America shall 
save them. France is still holding a line many times longer than 
the British, and she has seen two great tracts of country again 


over-run, and once more hears the enemy hammering at the gates 


of Paris. 


Through all these years our heroic Allies have been cut off from 
their Lancashire and their Yorkshire friends, and we can sufficiently 
appreciate their position when we realize, what is no secret pro- 
‘bably to Germans even, that a large proportion of their Munition 


Factories are in the environs of Paris, and now under shell fire. 


The material loss sustained by France is beyond compute, 
but I think we should be within the mark in saying that the 
damage in Rheims alone must approach that of all the war funds, 
both British and for our Allies which have been raised in this 


country since the outbreak of the War. 


The killed and wounded in the French Army, as you know, 
exceed many times those of the whole British Empire. Since the 
first enemy incursion close upon two million refugees left the 
invaded provinces and have had to be cared for in the already 
bereft homes throughout the country. For the past year over a 
thousand a week of refugees, old men, women, and half-starved 
children have been arriving from the occupied territory through 
Switzerland—I am thankful to say that the large Hospital which 
we established, and are still running on the Swiss Frontier, has 
been able to welcome and restore to health many of these sorely 


tried folk, and put new courage into them. And after all those 
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trials tens of thousands have again been driven from their homes 
which the apparent security of the Allied line had encouraged 


them to rebuild on the Somme. 


On this anniversary of “ France’s Day” we have an oppor- 
tunity once more, and I hope in greater measure, of showing that 
great Nation that we understand all this; that we share the glory 
of her deeds, and that we are determined to bear a part of her 
sacrifices—sacrifices far beyond our own, great as those are; that 
as long as the spindle turns and the shuttle crosses the warp we 
will pay tribute to the greatness of France, and give, even if it 
deprives us, to those who no longer can support the intolerable 


burden which France has so long and so heroically sustained. 


Mr. Herbert Brown, at great personal inconvenience, has 
come forward to make an appeal to the Commerce of Britain-on 
behalf of our fund, and I feel sure that any demands which he 
may make upon Yorkshire will be more than met. There are 
eighty of us in this office and more than a thousand of our workers 
in France labouring incessantly in what all of us conceive to be 
a very great Cause. We have been liberally supported in the past, 
and an immense work has been accomplished which is, I believe, 
recognised both in France and England as a great international 
undertaking ; we cannot carry on, however, or meet the daily 


increasing needs without your help, and help us I know you will.

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It was unanimously agreed to issue another appeal. 
On learning of the Chamber’s decision, the following 


telegram was received from the French Ambassador :— 


‘““ Have heard with great pleasure of your intention to make 
appeal again this year to the Wool Industry in celebration of 
France’s Day for the benefit of British Committee of French Red 
Cross, of which I am Honorary President. France suffering from 
devastation of four years’ invasion is deeply grateful for Eng- 
land’s sympathy and help for her wounded soldiers. I assure 
you that all contributions will be efficiently expended by our 
Committee, and on behalf of France I thank you and everyone 


associated with this beneficent enterprise.” 


The Appeal to the trade was supported by the 
President of the various Associations and Federations 
in the Wool, Woollen and Worsted Trade, and resulted 
in the sum of £21,034 16s. 7d. being remitted to the 
British Committee of the French Red Cross. 


On learning of this excellent result, the French 


Ambassador sent the ‘following gracious acknowledg- 


ment :—

The munificent gift which the Bradford Chamber of Commerce

That the people of Roubaix and Tourcoing appre- 
ciate what was done by the British Committee is shown 
by the following article which appeared in the “ Journal 
de Roubaix ” of 28th November, 1918 :— 


GIFT OF LINEN AND CLOTHING FROM THE COMITE 
BRITANNIQUE C.R.F. (British Committee of the 
French Red Cross). 

The Committee of the “‘ Union des Ciuvres de Guerre” of 
Roubaix-Tourcoing and the district, whose Headquarters are in 
Paris, 63 Avenue des Champs Elysees, is very pleased to announce 
that it has just received from the Comité Britannique C.R.F. a 
large gift of linen, garments, under-garments, and other clothing 
which will shortly be distributed to the families most urgently in 


need. 


Since the outbreak of war the Comité Britannique has sup- 
ported many French “ Oeuvres,” but we have special reason to 
be grateful to them for the particular interest they have shown 
during this terrible war by helping the combatants, the prisoners, 


and the refugee families of Roubaix and Tourcoing. 
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At the present moment, when our beloved towns of the Nord 
are at last free from the cruel enemy, when we see around us so 
much misery to be relieved, we are very pleased to express our 
sincere feelings of gratitude to Madame la Vicomtesse de la 
Panouse, Presidente of the Comité Britannique, and to Mr. D. 
Illingworth, Director-General, and hope that our good friends in 
England, and especially in Bradford, will Partita: to help us in 


the immense task which still remains to be accomplished. 


The centres of Roubaix-Tourcoing comprise about 200,000 


inhabitants, the greater part of whom are absolutely destitute. 


The delegate of the Comité Britannique, Mr. Herbert Ward, 
who has just come to visit our towns, has convinced himself that 
nearly 175,000 persons are without linen, shoes, etc. He has 
asked the Roubaix Section of the Croix Rouge to help in organising 
this service, and he wishes Roubaix to remain the centre of dis- 


tribution. 


M. M. Bossut, pére et fils, 123 rue de la Gare, have kindly 
placed their premises at the disposal of Mr. Ward on Thursday, 
28th November, from 10 a.m. to mid-day and from 2 to 4 o’clock. 
Families of six persons or more of the five first Secteurs of Roubaix 
should come between those hours, bringing with them their bread 
cards, to participate in a first distribution; Friday the service 
will continue for the Secteurs 6 to 11, and Saturday the remaining 
Secteurs. Tourcoing will take place Monday and Tuesday and 


afterwards the surrounding districts. 


We would mention that these gifts are sent by the English 


people who wished to send to their French comrades every penny 
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they could spare. It is an act of brotherhood which our people 
appreciate at its true value, and from the bottom of our hearts 


we thank the givers and the organisers for their generous gifts. 


Shortage of Coal.—At meetings of the Railway, 
Traffic and Power Users’ Committee on the 9th and 25th 
July, complaints from members of the shortage of coal, 
of the exhaustion of stocks and the imminent closing 
down of works, were considered, and a Committee 
appointed to deal with the matter. Later, it transpired 
that the Board of Wool Control of the War Office had 
taken the matter up, and were in negotiations with the 
Coal Controller, and it was hoped that satisfactory 
arrangements would be made which would prevent any 


stoppage of mills. 


Foreign Languages—Travelling Scholarships.— 
At the meeting of the Council, 25th June, the 
question of the desirability of encouraging the study of 
foreign languages and of instituting travelling scholar- 
ships to enable students to spend a year in a foreign 
country, was discussed and was referred to the Trade 
after the War Committee. 


At a meeting of that Committee, 15th July, it 
was intimated that’ The Bradford Dyers’ Association, 
Limited, had agreed to give £3,000 to establish travelling 
scholarships provided the Chamber undertook to raise 
a similar amount. It was unanimously agreed to recom- 


mend the Council to do so. 
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With reference to the teaching of foreign languages 
in elementary schools, the following resolution was 


adopted :— 


“That the teaching of foreign languages in our day schools 
should be made a compulsory part of their curriculum, and that 
this Committee approach the Chairman of the Bradford Education 
Committee and the Director of Education in Bradford on the 


subject.” 
and a Committee was appointed for this purpose. 


This Deputation was received by the Chairman of 
the Education Committee (Ald. E. Cash, J.P.) and the 
Director of Education (Mr. A. C. Coffin), on the 2nd 
September. 


The Deputation urged upon the Chairman of the 
Education Committee and the Director of Education 
the desirability of greater facilities being provided for 


teaching foreign languages in the Bradford schools. 


Mr. Coffin explained the methods adopted in the 
Bradford schools, and emphasised the fact that greater 
inducements to continue their studies were needed to 


encourage promising pupils. 


On the 2nd September, a special meeting of the 
Council of the Chamber was held to consider the ques- 
tion, when the following resolutions were unanimously 


adopted :— 


“That the Modern Languages Sub-Committee be requested 


to keep in touch with the Director of Education.” 
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‘* That we recommend the Chamber to raise a Fund similar 
to the amount promised by the Bradford Dyers’ Association, Ltd., 
for the purpose of providing scholarships.”’ . 


“That the subscribers to the Russian Scholarships Fund be 
asked to allow their subscriptions to be transferred to the general 


language scholarships fund.” 


An Appeal was issued to the members, which up to 
the close of the year resulted in the sum of £536 being 
obtained. All the large subscribers to the Russian 
Language Scholarships Fund agreed to transfer their 


subscriptions to the general fund. 


Trade after the War.—Textile Trades.—The 
Report of the Departmental Committee appointed by the 
Board of Trade to consider the position of the Textile 
Trades after the War was considered by the Chamber’s 
Trade after the War Committee at its meeting on the 
15th July, when the Summary of Recommendations in 


the Report was approved. (See Appendix pages 85 to 94.) 


Civilian Trade with Italy—At a meeting .of the 
Wool, Top and Noil Export Section held 19th July, 
it was reported that at a recent War Trade Depart- 
ment Wool Conference, arrangements had _ been 
made in order that the trade with Italy for civilian 
purposes should be conducted on precisely the same 
lines as trade for civilian purposes with France. This 


arrangement, however, had not been carried out. It 
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had been ascertained that a quantity of merino noils 
had been rationed amongst buyers in Italy, and that the 
whole purchase had to pass through one firm instead of 
the order being distributed amongst the various export 
houses doing trade with Italy as arranged at the War 
Trade Department Conference. After some discussion 


the following resolution was unanimously carried :— 


“That this meeting of the Wool, Top and Noil Export Trade 
Section of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce, having regard to 
the arrangement come to en the Commission Internationale 
de Ravitaillement and the Italian Government for civilian trade 
with Italy to be done on the same lines as adopted for the French 
civilian trade, namely, that allocations should be distributed 
among the trade, regrets to find that recommendations are not 
coming through to the trade as a whole and requests that repre- 
sentations may be made to the Italian Authorities pressing for 
distribution ‘ot such orders as are given out over the trade as a 
whole, so as to render the maintenance of relations between 


exporters and Italian buyers as continuous as possible.” 


Representations were accordingly made to the Board 
of Trade and to the Commission Internationale de 
Ravitaillement. Later a reply was received stating that 
the matter had been taken up with the Italian Govern- 
ment with a view to the original arrangement being 
adhered to. 


Wool Trade Arbitration Panel.—At a meeting of 
the Advisory Committee, 19th July, attention was 


called to the inadequacy in the representation of 
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woollen and worsted merchants on this Panel, and it 
was unanimously agreed to recommend to the Board 
of Control that :— 


Mr. T. A. Corry (Messrs. A. & 8S. Henry & Co., 
Ltd.), Bradford. 
Mr. Portway (J. R. Portway & Co.), Leeds. 


Mr. Coleman (Gagniere & Co.), London. 


be added to the list. 


At the Council Meeting, 27th August, a reply was 
read from the Director of Wool Textile Production 
stating that in the event of the Panel necessitating an 
increase, the Chamber’s proposal would not be over- 
looked. The desire of the Chamber to assist was fully ~ 


appreciated. 


Employment of Discharged Officers.—At the 
Council Meeting, 30th July, letter was read from 
the Officer in Charge of the Appointments Department 
of the Ministry of Labour, Northern District, Leeds, 
calling attention to the work of his Department, in 
seeking posts for discharged officers, and their scheme 


of training to suit men to fill useful positions. 


At the meeting of the Council, 27th August, Lieut. 
H. EK. A. Hampton attended, and explained fully 
the working of his Department. The Ministry of Labour 
had set up the Appointments Department for the purpose 


of supervising the training of officers and ex-officers no 
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longer required for the army, and of trying to place them 
in satisfactory situations. The Organisation also endea- 
voured to find employment for non-commissioned officers 
and men, and also for civilians possessing qualifications’ 
similar to officers. Lieut. Hampton was assured of the 


sympathy and support of all employers in his work. 


Supply and Distribution of Raw Materials.—At 
the Council Meeting, 27th August, a letter was read 
from the Wool Textile Association enquiring whether 
the Chamber had been asked to send delegates to a 
Conference of Trade Associations convened by the 
Ministry of Reconstruction held in London on the Ist 
August to consider the measures to be taken with regard 
to priority in the distribution of raw materials after the 
war. The Wool Textile Association had only heard of 
the Conference casually and had managed to arrange 
-by telegraph for one representative to attend. They 
had protested against the wool trade having been ignored 


in so important a Conference relating to raw materials. 


The Council approved of this protest. 


British Red Cross.—At the meeting of the Council, 
29th October, the claims of the British Red Cross 
Society for support in their excellent war work were 
urged, and it was unanimously agreed to make an 
appeal to the members of the Chamber on its behalf at 


the earliest favourable opportunity. 
D 
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Commandeering of Stocks.—The proposal to sus- 
pend the export of all woollen and worsted piece goods 
and to commandeer stocks was discussed at a largely 
attended meeting of Piece Goods Exporters from Brad- 
ford, Leeds, Huddersfield, and London, held on. the 
14th November. Considerable quantities of these goods 
had been sold to neutrals and in many cases had been 
paid for. The meeting was unanimous in protesting 
against the proposal, and it was agreed to send the 
following telegram to the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and the President of the Board of Trade :— 


‘““ Meeting of exporters from London, Leeds, Huddersfield, 
and Bradford, convened by Bradford Chamber of Commerce, 
strongly protests against the commandeering of goods sold to and 
held on account of neutrals. The honour and good name of 
British trade would be imperilled by such action and the future of 
the export trade to these countries would be seriously threatened. 
The meeting trusts the Foreign Office and the Board of Trade 
will take the matter up at once as the speech of Sir Charles Sykes 
is taken very seriously by clients abroad. The meeting is of 
opinion that all demands can be supplied by the trade in the usual 
way and also hopes that the trade will have an opportunity of 
putting its views before the Government before any decisive 


action is taken.” 


At a subsequent trade meeting held in Bradford, Sir 
Charles Sykes intimated that the proposal had been 


abandoned owing to changed conditions. 


a 
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Export of Piece Goods.—At a meeting of the 
Advisory Committee, 15th November, it was pointed out 
that as the war was practically over, licences should be 
more freely granted for goods that were ready for ship- 
ment. As this was a question of urgent importance it was 
unanimously agreed to ask Lord Emmott, the Chairman 
of the War Trade Department, to receive a Deputation. 
Lord Emmott fixed November 21st for receiving the 
Deputation, which consisted of representatives of the 
Huddersfield, Leeds, London, and Bradford Chambers, 
was received by Lord Emmott on the 21st November, 
being introduced by Sir James Hill, Bart., M.P. The 
speakers included Sir Wm. P. Raynor, J.P., Hudders- 
field, and Mr. T. H. Sykes, Huddersfield, Mr. H. Kiaer, 
Leeds, Mr. Percy Holland, London, and Mr. T. A. Corry, 
Bradford, and they urged that licences for goods awaiting 
shipment should be granted as speedily as possible. A 
general discussion ensued, and Lord Emmott promised 
~to confer with the representatives of other Government 
Departments. A vote of thanks for receiving the 
Deputation was accorded to Lord Emmott on the motion 
of Sir James Hill. 


Armistice.—Conclusion of War.—Before proceed- 
ing to the business on the agenda of the meeting of the 
Council on the 26th November, the President referred 
with satisfaction to the signing of the Armistice on the 


llth November, thus bringing the war practically to a 
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conclusion, and said the Council met that day under 
happier conditions than had prevailed for more than 


four years. 


Lord Mayor’s War Fund.—At the Council Meeting 
26th November, Mr. J. H. Robinson, J.P., Mr. W. H. 
Lister, J.P., and Mr. F. D. Moore, J.P., were appointed 
the representatives of the Chamber on the Executive 
Committee of this Fund. 


Y.W.C.A.—An appeal having been issued on behalf 
of the Y.W.C.A. in connection with their War Work, 
the President and Council accorded the movement every 
support, and at the meeting of the Council on the 24th 
September the thanks of the Association were conveyed 


to the Chamber for the support given. 


Australian and New Zealand Forces.—A request 
by the Educational Departments of the Australian and 
New Zealand Expeditionary Forces for specimens of 
wool and wool manufactures from the raw material to 
the finished article, having been made to the Chamber, 
it was arranged with the Principal of the Technical 
College that the requisite samples should be sent for the 
benefit of the educational classes instituted by those 


departments. 
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Wocul Grade Matters. 


Bradford Employment Exchange Advisory 
Committee.—At the Council Meeting, 5th February, 
the President, Mr. J. H. Robinson, J.P., was appointed 
the Chamber’s representative on this Committee. Sub- 
sequently the Minister of Labour appointed Mr. Robinson 
Chairman of the Committee, and the Council at its meeting, 
26th March, appointed Mr. J. R. Pollit as its representa- 


tive. 


Uruguayan Wools.—At the Council Meeting, 
27th August, a number of samples of Uruguayan wools 
which had been forwarded by the Consul-General for 
Uruguay in London, were exhibited. The samples 
remained for inspection at the offices of the Chamber 
for some time and elicited a considerable amount of 


interest. 


Return of Empties—At a Joint Meeting of 
Spinners and Yarn Merchants held on the 12th November, 
the question of the delay in returning empties, which had 
become serious, was discussed, and it was unanimously 
agreed that all empties must be returned within two 


months or be charged and paid for. 


Mohair Industry.—At the Council Meeting on the 
26th November, attention was called to the desirability 
of mohair growers in the Union of South Africa being 


permitted to import mohair ram goats from Turkey in 


iad 
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order to improve the breed of South African goats, and 
the quality of the mohair. The present was considered 
an opportune time for urging His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to insist upon the Turkish Government permitting 
such goats to be exported. This was unanimously agreed 


to, and representations were made accordingly. 


Apprenticeships.—At the meeting of the Council, 
3lst December, a letter was read from the Director 
of Education asking the Chamber to consider the 
question of apprenticeships, of boys and girls, bearing 


in mind the following among other points :— 


(1) Character and Duration of Training. 
(a) Workshop. 
(6b) Scholastic. 


(2) Wages. 


(3) Age of Apprenticeship. 
(a) Beginning. 
(6) Finishing. 


and stating that a Conference of employers and Trades 
Union representatives would be held later, when it was 
hoped a scheme would be evolved. The matter was 


referred to the Chamber’s Education Committee. 


Bradford Commercial Library.—This Library, 
instituted by the Bradford Corporation, was opened, 
May 13th, by the Right Hon. Lord Leverhulme. Eighty-

seven volumes of British Government publications or 
books of a commercial character were presented to the 
Library by a member of the Council of the Chamber. 


Largely owing to representations made by the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Library obtained the advan- 


tage of being placed on the telephone system of the city. 


Foreign and Colonial Grade and 


Gari Matters. 


Chinese Tariff—At a meeting of the Foreign 
and Colonial Trade and Tariffs Committee, 10th 
January, a letter was read from the Board of Trade 
stating that it had been agreed that a revision of the 
specific rates of duty on an effective 5 per cent. ad 
valorem basis calculated on the average values during 
_ the three years 1911, 1912, and 1913, should take place. 
The Committee approved of the suggestion and expressed 
the hope that no other country would be placed in a 


more advantageous position than Britain. 


At a further meeting of the Committee, 8th 
August, a further letter was read from the Board of 
Trade stating that the Delegates of the Treaty Powers 
were proceeding to revise the Chinese Customs Tariff, 
on the basis of specific duties based on the average 
values obtaining during the five years 1912-1916. It 
was agreed to suggest that the revision should take 


place on the basis of the four years, 1912-1915. 
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In the following month a reply was received from the 
Board of Trade stating that His Majesty’s Government 
had already agreed to the basis being on the 5 years, 
1912-16. 


Chilian Travellers’ Tax.—At the meeting of the 
Foreign and Colonial Trade and ‘Tariffs Committee, 
23rd January, attention was called to the imposition 
of a heavy tax on travellers in Chile. It was unani- 
mously agreed to join the Manchester Chamber in pro- 


testing against this tax. 


Visit of Serbian Industrial and Commercial 
Mission.—On Wednesday, the 13th February, the 
members of the Serbian Industrial and Commercial 


Mission paid a visit to Bradford. 


The Delegation were met at the station on arrival by 
the Secretary of the Chamber and by the following 


Consular Officers :—

, A. Norman White, Italian. 


The party proceeded in motor cars kindly lent by 
the Commanding Officer of the Bradford Automobile 
Volunteers (Major Arthur J. Hill, J.P.), to the Town 
Hall, where they were received by the Lord Mayor and 
the President of the Chamber. 
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The party then proceeded to Messrs. Isaac Holden 
and Sons, Ltd.’s Wooleombing Works, where they were 
received by the Directors and shown the various pro- 
cesses. They then proceeded to Messrs. Daniel Illing- 
worth & Sons’ Spinning Mill, where they were received 
by Mr. Hampden Illingworth and Mr. Eustace Illing- 
worth. A visit to the Technical College followed, where 
they were received by Principal Gardner. The Delega- 
tion were then entertained at the Town Hall by the 
Lord Mayor and interesting speeches were delivered. In 
the afternoon the party visited the weaving department 
of Messrs. John Priestman & Co., Ltd., and were 
received by Mr. George Priestman, and the Dyeworks 
of Messrs. Ed. Ripley & Son, Ltd., Branch of The 
Bradford Dyers’ Association, Limited, and _ were 
received by Mr. W.S. Stansfield and Mr. W. H. Easton. 


The party expressed themselves greatly interested 
and delighted with all they had seen, and left Bradford 
by the 5.10 train for Sheffield.

Trade with Morocco.—On Tuesday, 26th March, 
an address was delivered to the Council of the Chamber 
by Mr. J. M. McLeod, C.M.G., His Majesty’s Consul for 
Morocco. Mr. McLeod related the great progress that 
Morocco had made during the last few years under the 
administration of the French. Morocco was and would 
increasingly be a market for British goods and he hoped 
that in the future British goods would replace many of 
the goods which had been sold in Morocco by Germany 
and Austria. He submitted samples of woollen and 
worsted cloths largely bought in Morocco which had been 
made in these countries. He suggested the desirability 


of British houses sending their travellers to Morocco. 


On the motion of Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith, seconded 
by Mr. J. Denison, a cordial vote of thanks was given to 


Mr. McLeod for his interesting address. 
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Visit of Mr. S. E. Kay.—On July 31st, and August 
Ist and 2nd, Mr. S. E. Kay, H.B.M. Vice-Consul at 
Stockholm, visited Bradford, and interviewed a large 


number of traders interested in Trade with Sweden. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner in South 
Africa.—Mr. W. Gladstone Wickham, H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner in South Africa, visited Bradford on October 
17th, 18th, and 19th, and interviewed a large number 
of traders with regard to Trade with South Africa. 


Hegal and Parhamentary Matters. 


Summer Time.—At the Council Meeting, 19th 
February, it was unanimously agreed to support 
-the proposal that Summer Time should commence 31st 
March and end 29th September. 


Company Law Amendment.—At several meetings 
in April and May, the Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittee considered a questionaire issued by the Board of 
Trade Company Law Amendment Committee. After 
serious consideration at several meetings, the Committee 
formulated answers to those queries as set out in Appen- 
dix, pages 94to 104. The Committee felt that the time 
was not opportune for considering some of the ques- 


tions, that in regard to others it was impossible to give 


64: 


a conclusive answer in the absence of definite proposals 
showing how it was intended to meet the suggested 
difficulties, whilst other of the questions did not suffi- 
ciently disclose the difficulty, a solution of which was 


desired. 


The questions, moreover, involved so many interests 
and considerations that the Committee felt it impossible 
to give due consideration to them within the limited 


time at their disposal. 


Decimal Coinage Bill—-At the meeting of the 
Council, 28th May a resolution was passed urging 
the Government to give this Bill a Second Reading, and 
refer it to a Select Committee of the two Houses in order 


that the question might be thoroughly investigated. 


Income Tax Allowances for Wear and Tear.— 
On 7th June a Deputation from the Chamber waited 


upon the Local Income Tax Commissioners. 


The question submitted to the Commissioners was 
that an extra allowance for wear and tear on motive 
plant worked day and night should be allowed. The 
present rate of allowance was given irrespective of 
whether the plant was worked day only or both day 
and night. The principle that plant worked both day 
and night involved a greater amount of depreciation 
was admitted by the Ministry of Munitions, who made 


special allowances therefor. The Commissioners in other 
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districts had also recognised the reasonableness of the 


request and had agreed to make an extra allowance on 
machinery running both day and night. 


Mr. Farrell, Surveyor of Taxes, explained the present 
position and suggested that the matter might be gone 
into in detail by representatives of the Deputation and 


the Surveyors, and this was agreed to. 


The negotiations resulted in an allowance of 74 per 
cent. being made on motive plant run during the day 
only, and an allowance of 10 per cent. on plant run both 


night and day. 


Education Bill.—This Bill was considered at several 
meetings of the Council during the year, but it was not 
considered necessary to take any action, having regard 
to the fact that the views of the Chamber were placed 
‘before the Minister of Education (The Right Hon. H. A. L. 
Fisher, M.P.), by the Deputation which waited on him 
in London on the 11th July, 1917, and also on the occa- 
sion of Mr. Fisher’s visit to Bradford on the 2nd 
November, 1917. WS UDRAN 
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Hailfoapy and Grafhe Matters. 


Railway Season Tickets.—At the Council Meeting, 
19th February, a letter was read from the Man- 
chester Railway Season Ticket Holders’ Committee 
covering resolutions protesting against the Railway 
Companies enforcing payment of full fare should season 
tickets inadvertently not be produced. It was unani- 


mously agreed to support this protest. 


Traders’ Tickets.—At the meeting of the Railway 
Traffic and Power Users’ Committee, 18th June, the 
the new and more stringent conditions under which 
traders’ tickets were now issued was discussed. It was 
agreed to protest against the amount of traffic in respect 
of which such tickets were issued, being raised from 
£300 to £500 and against the increase in the minimum 
distance for which the tickets would be issued from 
from 30 to 50 miles, and urged that these tickets should 
be issued on the same terms as formerly subject only to 


war advance of 20 per cent. in the cost. 


On the 8rd July a letter was received from the Board 
of Trade (Railway Department), stating that the Presi- 


dent did not see his way to intervene in this matter. 


Pre-Payment of Railway Carriage.—At the 
meeting of the Railway, Traffic and Power Users’ Com- 
mittee, 25th July, it was reported that the Rail- 
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way Executive Committee invited representatives of 
Chambers of Commerce to a Conference with the Goods 
Managers of the Railway Companies at the Railway 


Clearing House in London on the 29th July, and the 
following were appointed :—

A preliminary meeting of Chamber of Commerce 
representatives was held at the Connaught Rooms, 
London, at 12 noon, Monday, 29th July, when it was 
unanimously agreed strongly to oppose the suggestions 
made by the Railway Companies, that the sender should 
be responsible for the carriage in every case, it being 


considered that the scheme would not be workable. 


A Conference with the Goods Managers took place 
at 3 o’clock the same afternoon, at the Railway Clearing 
House, Euston Station, when Mr. Thompson, of the 


Great Western Railway Co., occupied the chair. 


The Chairman explained the Railway Companies’ 
reasons for the proposition, the main reason being the 
shortage of staff on account of the war. The President 
of the Association of Chambers of Commerce, Mr. E. 
Manville, and Sir William Priestley, explained that the 
traders were entirely opposed to the proposal and that 
they considered it both unjust and unworkable. 
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London Dock Dues.—At a meeting of the Railway 
Traffic and Power Users’ Committee on the 18th Sep- 
tember, Mr. J. H. Estill, the Commercial Manager to the 
Port of London Authority, attended and explained the 
necessity for an increase of Is. per ton in the London 
Dock Dues on overside wool, 7.e., wool which comes to 
the Port of London and passes over the Authority's 
quays into the railway trucks. This was necessitated 
by the increased wages paid to the men handling the 
traffic. He explained that it was to the interest of his 
Authority to keep their charges as low as possible, and 
so preserve their trade, and he assured the Committee 
that his Authority highly valued the Bradford trade. 


In recent years they had made many improvements 
at the London Docks to meet the increased require- 


ments of the traffic of the port. 


The Committee concurred and thanked Mr. Kstill 
for kindly explaining the position. 


Administration of Railways.—The Railway, 
Traffic and Power Users’ Committee at their meeting, 
19th November, recommended the Council of the 
Chamber to place a resolution on the programme of the 
Annual Meeting of the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce, urging that a Royal Commission be appointed 
to enquire into the question of Railway Rates for the 
conveyance of merchandise in this country, in com- 


parison with those ruling in continental countries. 
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Consideration of this question on coming before the 
Council was postponed, in view of the fact that the 
question of Railway Administration was one of the 
subjects to be discussed at the Quarterly Meeting of the 
Association of Chambers of Commerce on the 15th 


January, 1919. 


Railway Companies’ Liability—Owner’s Risk.— 
In the month of July, an appeal was addressed to the 
President of the Board of Trade by the Chamber, and by 
the Manchester Association of Importers and Exporters 
urging upon him the desirability of introducing legisla- 
tion to remove the serious disability under which 
traders laboured, in consequence of the House of Lords’ 
Judgment in the case of Wills v. Great Western 


Railway Co. 


No action has so far been taken in the matter by the 
Board of Trade. 


Grave Mark Oucstions. 


Trade Marks’ Amendment Bill—The Trade 
Marks’ Committee at their meeting on the 3lst January 
considered the New Trade Marks’ Bill. This Bill was 
divided into three parts. The first part was designed 
to provide a long felt want with regard to a large class 
of trade marks in actual use, but which cannot be regis- 
tered owing to failure to comply with the requirements 
of the Trade Marks Act, 1905, and it was proposed to 
have an additional special register called Part B, 
admitting into this category certain trade marks which 
had been used for no less than 3 years. There seemed 
no valid objection to this part provided that foreign 
countries who were parties to the registration conven- 
tions accepted the words of the registration. 26 coun- 
tries had an agreement with Great Britain to register 
marks in their countries provided that registration was. 


given in the country of origin. 


Part II. of the Bill was strongly objected to by all 
the principal owners of trade marks, as it would simply 
mean that a firm who had successfully pushed a branded 
article by name would be in serious jeopardy when their 
mark became sq well advertised that the public asked 
for that particular article by that name. It might 
mean the ruin of huge businesses built up by business 
men and on which large sums of money had been spent 


in advertising. 
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To Part III., which covered the right of appeal and 
assignments, there was no valid objection, but certain 
Bodies had made various amendments which would 
improve its working. After discussion the following 


resolution was unanimously adopted :— 


** That this Chamber resolved to oppose the Bill entirely unless 
Part II. is withdrawn. If this is done it will support Part I. pro- 
vided the Government are assured that the “B” Registration 
marks will be recognised by Foreign Governments, also Part III. 
subject to such modifications as may be found necessary. This 
Chamber also expresses the opinion that it is highly desirable the 
Bill should not be pressed forward this Session, as it is of vital 
importance to the trade that more time should be given for its 


consideration.” 


At the Council Meeting, 19th February, a letter 
was read from the Controller-General of the Patent 
Office stating that the Bill would not be proceeded with 


and that a new Bill would shortly be introduced. 


Japanese Patent Laws.—At a Joint Meeting of the 
Trade Marks and Foreign and Colonial Trade and Tariffs 
Committee held on 30th September, a letter was read 
indicating that alterations in the Japanese Patent Laws 
was proposed. It was decided to call the attention of 
His Majesty's Government to the matter and ask them 


to inform the Chamber of any developments. 


British Empire Trade Mark.—In the month of 
October, the Association of Chambers of Commerce 
stated that they had heard from the High Commissioner 
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for the Commonwealth of Australia that suggestions 
had been made to the Department of Trade and Customs, 
Melbourne, for the adoption of distinctive markings to 
be applied to goods imported into the Commonwealth, 
to show whether the goods were produced within the 


British Empire, or elsewhere. 


This appeared to be a revival of the proposal to 
establish a British Empire Trade Mark, and the Chamber 
replied that it had always been strongly opposed to the 


institution of a general trade mark of this nature. 


The Manchester Chamber of Commerce took similar 


action. 


Miscellaneous. 


Banking Reform.—At meetings of the Council, 
5th February and 30th April, the question of the Reform 
of the Bank of England and of the Banking Laws was 
considered, but on both occasions the Council came to 
the conclusion that the present was an inopportune time 


for discussing a subject of such vast importance. 


Royal Colonial Institute.—At the Council Meeting, 
19th February, the President reported that it was 
proposed to open a Branch in Bradford of the Royal 
Colonial Institute, and that the Institute was desirous 


of co-operating with the Chamber. 


Y.M.C.A.—The President, at the earnest request of 
the Y.M.C.A. Authorities, agreed to open a Fund for 
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the benefit of this well-deserving Institution. About 
the same time the local Y.M.C.A. Authorities were about 
to issue an appeal on behalf of the local Institution, in 
order to carry on the work after the return of men in the 


Army to civil life. 


At a Conference at the Town Hall it was agreed, 
with the concurrence of the Y.M.C.A. Authorities, to 
merge the two Funds into one. The appeal to the 
Citizens and to the wool, woollen and worsted trades 
resulted in a total amount of over £55,000 being col- 
lected, £22,000 going to the Central Association for War 
Work, and £33,000 going to the local Association. 


This desirable result was celebrated at a fete held in 
Lister Park, when General Sir Jan Hamilton received 
the cheque on behalf of the National Association, and 
presented a number of awards for services in connection 


with the Appeal. 


Bradford Committee on Public Welfare——At 
the Council Meeting, 30th April, Mr. J. W. Downs, 
Merc. ok. Hindley, J.P.,.and Mr. W. H.. Lister, J.P:, 
were appointed the representatives of the Chamber on 


this Committee. 


Foreign Trade Information.—Board of Trade 
Statistics——A Conference of Secretaries of the various 
Chambers of Commerce was held in London, 2nd 
July, when the question of the classification of articles 


in the Board of Trade Statistics and the classification for 
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Form ‘‘ K ” Information was discussed, with a view to 
bringing them as far as possible into line. <A long dis- 
cussion ensued and eventually the matter was referred 
to a Committee consisting of the Secretaries of the 


leading Chambers for consideration and report. 


Status of Chambers of Commerce.—In connec- 
tion with the scheme for the official recognition of 
Chambers of Commerce by the Board of Trade a ques- 
tionaire with regard to the constitution, membership, 
and work of the Chamber was received from the Asso- 
ciation of Chambers of Commerce, and the replies thereto 
prepared by the Secretary were approved by the 


Advisory Committee at its meeting on the 27th August. 
(See Appendix, pages 105 to 109.) 


Textile Institute—-At the meeting of the Council, 
24th September, Mr. Geo. Garnett called the 
attention of the members to the Autumnal Meeting of 
the Textile Institute, to be held in Bradford on the 
3rd, 4th, and 5th of October, and extended a, cordial 


invitation to the members to attend these meetings. 


Textile Research.—At the Council Meeting, 29th 
October, a Deputation was received from the British 
Research Association for the Woollen and Worsted 
Industries, consisting of :— |

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Ald. Hinchliffe explained the objects of the Associa-§ 
tion and urged Bradford manufacturers and merchants4 
to accord it their utmost support. Mr. Chadwick, Mr. 
‘Stanion, Principal Gardner, Mr. Emsley, and Mr. 
Whiteley cordially supported. 


Attention was drawn to the basis of subscriptions to 
the Association, and Ald. Hinchliffe promised to pring 


the matter again before the Association. 


Education and Recreation of Young Persons.— 
At the Council Meeting, 24th September, the Secretary 
reported interview he had had with the Director of 
Education, who informed him that they were form- 
ing a Committee to look after the interests of young 
people above school age, say from 14 to 20 years 
of age, and were desirous of the Chamber appointing 


‘three representatives for service on this Committee. 


At the meeting of the Council, 29th October, Mr. F. 
A. Aykroyd, Mr. W. H. Lister, J.P., and Mr. H. Sutcliffe 
Smith were appointed for this purpose. 


Technical College Advisory Committee.—At the 
request of the Technical College Committee, who were 
forming Panels of Experts in the Textile, Chemical and 


Engineering Trades for the purpose of advising the 
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Principal of the College on technical matters, the Chamber 
appointed :— 


Spinning: Mr. Fred Mitchell. 

Manufacturing: Mr. J. W. Downs. 

Chemical and Dyeing: Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith. 
Engineering: Mr. F. L. Croft. 


Visit to the London Docks.—At the Council 
Meeting, 29th October, an invitation was submitted 
from the Port of London Authority inviting the 
members of the Chamber to visit the London Docks to 
see the new works recently completed. The invitation 
was accepted and the visit took place on Friday, the 


22nd November. 


The Vice-Chairman of the Authority (Lord Ritchie, 
of Dundee), the Chairman of the Dock and Warehouses 
Committee (Sir Joseph Broodbank), and other members 
of the Authority, received the guests at the head offices 
of the Authority, 109, Leadenhall Street, London, E.C. 
Mr. J. H. Estill, Commercial Manager, Mr. H. Norris, 
Dock and Warehouse Manager, and Mr. R. C. 8. Kirk- 


patrick, Chief Engineer, were also present. 


The party were conveyed in motor cars to the Royal 
Victoria Dock. They passed through the Royal Victoria 
and Albert Docks in a steam launch, inspecting’ the 


shipping. They viewed the new dry dock and dock 
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extension works, south of the Royal Albert Dock, and 


afterwards inspected the wool warehouses, the rubber 
and ivory floors, and the wine vaults at the St. Katherine’s 
and London Docks. 


The Authority entertained their guests to Luncheon 
at the “Ship and Turtle,” in Leadenhall Street, Lord 
Ritchie presiding. Lord Ritchie proposed the health of 
the guests and prosperity to the great industry they 
represented, and Sir James Hill, Bart., M.P., replied. 


Midland Hosiery Yarn Contract Rules.—On the 
12th November, a Joint Meeting of the Spinners and 
Yarn Merchants’ Sections discussed a proposed set of 
Yarn Contract Rules for the Midland Hosiery Yarn 
Trade submitted by the Yarn Sections of the Leicester 
and Nottingham Chambers of Commerce, and suggested 
a number of alterations to bring them into line with the 
‘Yarn Contract Rules of the Bradford Chamber. 


Strikes and Lock-outs.—At the meeting of the 
Council, 29th October, the President called the 
attention of the Council to the desirability of notice 
being given prior to any strike or lock-out taking place, 


and the following resolution was unanimously adopted :— 


‘“‘ That in the opinion of the Council of the Bradford Chamber 
of Commerce, with a view to avoiding unnecessary strikes and 


lock-outs, it is desirable that at least one month’s notice should 
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be given either before a strike or a lock-out takes place, as both 
are a loss alike to employers and employed, and are also against 
the National interests. The Council therefore respectfully suggest 
that the Government should call a Conference of representatives 
of Federated Employers and Trade Union Leaders to be presided 


over by a neutral chairman appointed by the Government.” 


At the Council Meeting, 31st December, the following 


reply was read from the Ministry of Labour :—

I am directed by the Minister of Labour to refer to your letter 
of 4th November relative to strikes and lock-outs and to enclose 
herewith for your information copies of a Report of the Industrial 
Council dated 1913, on Industrial Agreements, and a Report of the 
Committee presided over by the Rt. Hon. J. H. Whitley, M.P., 
on Conciliation and Arbitration, from which you will observe that 
the point to which you call attention has been under considera- 
tion. In connection with the latter Report, I am to say that 
Joint Industrial Councils have been established in a number of 
trades in accordarice with recommendations of previous Reports 
of the Whitley Committee, which enable employers and enploree 
to discuss questions affecting the several industries, including 


matters which might otherwise tend to lead to disputes. It is

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hoped and anticipated that the efforts of these bodies, and other 
bodies representing employers and employees, will minimise the 


difficulties to which you call attention. 


I am to add, that, in the event of the parties concerned being 
unable to come to a settlement of their differences, the services of 
this Department are available to render such assistance as may 


be found practicable.

Association of Chambers of Commerce.—The 
Annual Meeting of this Association was held in London, 
9th and 10th April, 1918, when 40 resolutions on a great 


‘variety of subjects were submitted for discussion. 


After a Royal Message had been adopted and for- 
warded to His Majesty the King, who graciously acknow- 
ledged same, and resolutions of admiration and gratitude 
to the Navy, Mercantile Marine, Army, Royal Air Ser- 
vices, had been adopted, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted and transmitted to the President 
of the United States :— 


‘“‘ Representatives of 123 Chambers of Commerce assembled 


at the 58th Annual Meeting of the Association of Chambers of 
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Commerce of the United Kingdom record their profound grati- 
fication at the entrance of the United States of America into the 
war in defence of freedom and the rights of humanity. This 
accession to the ranks of the Allies is further confirmation of the 
justice of their cause and ensures its final triumph. The repre- 
sentatives of the Chambers rejoice at the comradeship of the 
English-speaking peoples of the world and feel that it will create 
an immensely strong bond of union for the permanence of those 


high ideals for which they are fighting to-day.” 


The meeting then discussed the resolutions on the 


agenda. 


At the close of the meeting, Sir Algernon F. Firth, 
Bart., vacated the Presidential Chair in favour of the 
new President, Mr. E. Manville, of Coventry. 


At the Luncheon on Tuesday, the 9th April, addresses 
were given by The Right Hon. Sir Albert Stanley, M.P., 
President of the Board, and The Right Hon. George 
Barnes, M.P., and on Wednesday, the 10th April, by 
The Right Hon. Sir Auckland Geddes, M.P., Minister of 
National Service, The Right Hon. Albert H. Illingworth, 
M.P., Postmaster General, and Mr. Cecil Beck, M.P.., 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of National 


Service.

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APPENDIX. 


Summary of Recommendations of the 

Departmental Committee, appointed by 

the Board of Trade, to consider the 

position of the Textile Trades after the 
War. 


We make the following recommendations :— 


L—TEXTILE RAW MATERIALS. 
Cotton (pp. 6-20). 


A.—That every possible effort should be made to secure a more 
extended growth of cotton within the British Empire ; 


That in order to further such efforts a standing Advisory Com- 
mittee should be appointed, including representatives of the Govern- 
ments of India, Egypt, and the Colonies and Dependencies concerned ; 
the trades interested both in the United Kingdom and in India; the 
British Cotton Growing Association ; the Imperial Institute; and at 
least one botanist who has devoted special attention to the growth of 
cotton. The duty of this Committee should be to investigate in all its 
bearings the question of increasing the supply of cotton within the 
British Empire, to act as a clearing-house of information, and generally 
to assist and advise the Governments concerned in the development 


of their cotton-growing resources ; 


B.—That representations should be made to H.M. Secretary of 
State for India, urging upon him the need for the immediate accelera- 
tion and extension of the excellent work which has already been taken 
in hand by the Indian Agricultural Department in connection with 


cotton-growing ; 


C.—That the Governments of Egypt and the Sudan be moved 
through the proper channels to take steps to increase the growth of 


cotton within their territories. 


F 
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Woo. (pp. 21-29). 


That in view of the serious shortage of wools for clothing purposes, 
particularly of merinos, and in view of the predominant position of 
the British Empire in the production of these wools, H.M. Govern- 
ment should convene at an early date a conference of the representa- 
tives of the Governments of Australia, New Zealand, and South Africa 
in order to formulate a workable scheme for the effective control of 
the distribution of all wool grown within their territories. 


FLax (pp. 30-33). 


1. That in order to stimulate the production of flax in Ireland, 
the work of the Department of Agriculture and of private bodies such 
as the British Flax and Hemp Growers’ Society should be further 
extended, and that steps should be taken to promote and assist the 
undertaking of research into flax, its cultivation, and the preparation 
of the fibre for manufacture, particularly in regard to an improved 


method of retting ; 


2. That the production of flax should be encouraged in Canada, 
India, and any other parts of the British Empire suitable for its 
growth ; ze 


3. That the Allied countries should take joint measures to con- 
serve for each other’s use in priority to other demands the supply of 


flax. 
JUTE (pp. 34-39). 


That the attention of the Indian Government be called to the 
opportunity offered by India’s monopoly in the production of jute to 
safeguard for the British Empire and its Allies the supplies of the 
fibre. To this end we recommend the imposition of an export duty 
(£5 per ton has been suggested by expert witnesses) on shipments of 
raw jute from India to all destinations with a total rebate of the duty 
in favour of the British Empire, total or graduated rebates in favour 
of its Allies, and graduated rebates in favour of such neutral countries 


as may offer reciprocal concessions. 
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SILK (pp. 40-44). 


That although the supply of raw silk and silk waste keeps pace 
with the continually increasing world’s consumption, the development 
of sericulture in India under efficient direction should he actively 
undertaken, as well as its stimulation and encouragement in other 


parts of the Empire where climate and labour conditions are favourable. 


EMPIRE CONTROL OF TEXTILE RAw MarTERIALS (page 121). 


That in view of the exceptional and powerful position which the 
British Empire holds with regard to the production of textile raw 
materials, and in particular of wool, jute, and the finest qualities of 
cotton (Egyptian and West Indian Sea Island), H.M. Government 
should arrive at an agreement with the Governments concerned for 
the effective control of the distribution of all textile raw materials, 


with a view to :— 


(a) The complete safeguarding of the industrial requirements 
of the British Empire ; 


(6) The fulfilment of the pledges to the Allies, as laid down 
in the Paris Resolutions ; 


(c) The utilisation of the resources of the Empire in textile 
raw materials for purposes of negotiation with other 


countries. 


IL—“KEY” INDUSTRIES. DYESTUFFS AND KNITTING 
NEEDLES (pp. 107-109). 


That steps should immediately be taken by the Government to 
ensure the establishment and maintenance of the manufacture of dye 
materials and knitting needles in this country upon a secure basis, in 
order as speedily as possible to make the textile industries independent 


of foreign sources of supply of these articles. 
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Ill —PLANT AND MACHINERY (pp. 111-112). 


A.—That in view of the large renewals and repairs to textile 
machinery which will be required after the war, a system of priority 
certificates with regard to the execution of orders should be strictly 
maintained for a sufficient length of time to allow of the re-equipment 
of British textile factories and of those of our despoiled Allies before 


other foreign orders are taken in hand ; 


B.—That to encourage renewals, a higher scale of allowances for 
depreciation of machinery and plant than is at present in farce should 
be sanctioned by the Income Tax Authorities and a reasonable 
depreciation upon buildings ; 


C.—That with a view to further efficiency and economy in manu- 
facturing processes by the use of the cheapest possible supply of elec- 
tricity, the establishment of Central Power Stations upon a large scale 
in the industrial districts should be encouraged; and that for this 


purpose advantage should be taken of water power wherever it exists. 


IV.—ORGANISATION OF PRODUCTION (pp. 112-114). 


A.—That each of the textile industries should form a Central 
Association, representative not of sectional interests but of the industry 
as a whole, to deal with all matters of common interest and to be an 
authoritative and accredited medium of communication which the 
Government Departments should consult upon all questions connected - 
with the industry ; 


B.—That in view of the modern tendency towards larger units of 
production, and of the economic waste and inefficiency in competition 
which arise in the smaller textile industries from a multiplicity of small 
concerns, each making a great variety of articles upon a small scale 
and all making the same articles with separate buying, producing, 
and selling organisations, we recommend that attempts should be 
made where possible, either by amalgamation or by means of working 
agreements, to enlarge the units of production and thereby to avoid 
the duplication of effort, which is incidental to highly diversified pro- | 
duction on a small scale ; 
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C.—That manufacturers and merchants should co-operate with 
the Schools and Universities with a view to the entry into commerce 
and industry of a larger number of highiy-educated young men; and 
that the training of such young men, both before and after their entry 
upon a commercial career should be carefully directed towards 


increasing their efficiency for organisation and administration. 


V.—EFFICIENCY OF LABOUR (pp. 114-115). 


That in view of the vital importance of the largest possible output 
to repair the destruction of wealth during the war, and to meet the 
intense competition for the world’s trade, which wiil follow the return 
of peace, every effort should be made both by H.M. Government and 
by Associations of Employers and Employed to bring about a complete 
understanding between labour and capital on the basis of mutual interest, 
confidence, and good feeling ; since the best results cannot be expected 
unless the workers feel that they receive ungrudgingly the full reward 
of their more strenuous labour, and employers feel that honest and 


willing work is given for adequate pay ; 


Two elements of the highest importance in our after-the-war 


conduct of British producing industries are :— 


(a) That employers should put all their brains and energies, 
as well as their capital, into their businesses with renewed 


vigour and determination. 


(6) That workers should rid their minds of the fatal and 


paralysing idea of restriction of output. 


Efficiency of management and efficiency of labour must go hand 
in hand. 


VI.—TECHNICAL AND ART EDUCATION (pp. 115-116). 

A.—That our system of technical and art education should be 
thoroughly overhauled in order to raise the standard of instruction 
and enable the schools to supply the textile industries with more 


highly trained workers and managers ; 
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B.—That steps should be taken to ensure the provision of more 
highly trained teachers with more liberal emoluments and improved 
status ; 


C.—That the managing bodies of technical and art schools should 
always include a considerable proportion of members connected with 
the industries which are taught in the schools ; 


D.—That employers should afford opportunities to promising 
young people to attend the courses at technical schools during the 
ordinary working hours without deductions of pay ; 


E.—That in addition to local schools, a central institute should 
be established in connection with each of the textile industries, fully 
equipped with modern machinery and with the appliances necessary 
for testing materials and investigating processes, and capable of pro- 
viding opportunities for the most complete study of manufacture 
and design. 


VII.—SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL RESEARCH 
(pp. 116-117). 


A.—That there should be continuous and systematic research 
into the raw materials and various manufacturing processes of the 
several textile industries in order to stimulate their development and 
prosperity ; 


B.—That scientific and industrial research for the benefit of an 
industry should be directed by the industry itself, aided by funds 
from the Government, and that with this object the great Trade 
Associations we have suggested, or Trade Associations for research on 
the lines contemplated by the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, should be established for the several branches of the Textile 
Industry. 


. 


VIIL.—MARKETING (pp. 117-118). 


A.—That every effort should be made by British merchants in 
the open markets of the world such as China, Central and South 


America, with the aid and co-operation of our manufacturers and 
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exporters, to secure the distribution of British goods formerly handled 
by German houses ; 


B.—That with a view to the reduction of the expenses of distribu- 
tion incurred by individual firms in overseas markets, efforts should 
be made in the direction of combined representation or co-operative 
selling ; 


C.—That for the better equipment of British representatives in 
foreign markets there should be a more systematic and _ practical 
teaching of foreign languages in this country. 


IX.—FINANCIAL FACILITIES (page 118). 


That while in the main the textile trades receive adequate 
facilities from existing Banks and Credit Institutions so long as the 
present system of short terms of credit is maintained, we consider 
that in those markets in which extended credit is an established practice 
mears must be found, either by our existing Banks or otherwise, to 
provide facilities to British exporters and merchants at least equal to 


those afforded to German merchants. 


X.—TRANSPORT (pp. 118-119). 


That in any increased facilities for transport by land or sea which 
may be afforded after the war for the purpose of developing British 


trade, our textile industries should receive their due share. 


XI.—THE METRIC SYSTEM (page 119). 


While agreeing that a universal system of weights and measures 
would be a source of great convenience and would facilitate inter- 
national trade, we are not able to recommend the compulsory adoption 
of the metric system at the present time, so far as the textile trades 
are concerned, for reasons which we have fully set out in a previous 
part of this Report. In our opinion it could only be adopted at any 
time by this country with the full concurrence of the British Empire 
and the United States of America. Meanwhile we recommend the 
simplification of our present weights and measures, and the decimalisa- 


tion of our money. 


XII.—COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE SERVICES AT HOME 
(page 120). 


That the scope of the Department of Commercial Intelligence be 
greatly extended and that it should act in close co-operation with the 
great Trade Associations already referred to, that this department 
should not only collect and disseminate information but should study 
and interpret it, for instance it should watch the currents and general 
trend of overseas trade and should consult with the representatives 
of iadustry as to the practical bearing of these movements upon our 
position in international competition. We consider that by the co-opera- 
tion of an adequately equipped and manned State organization with 
the great Trade Associations, a real and useful “ thinking department ” 
can be created with great advantage to the whole range of British 


industries. 


XIII.—COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE SERVICES ABROAD 
(page 121). 


That the system of appointing Commercial Attachés to our 
Embassies abroad should be extended and that one or more should be 
appointed to every foreign country with adequate assistants and staffs. 
Their functions should be purely commercial but they should have a 
proper and recognised diplomatic status. As members of the 
Ambassador’s or Minister’s staff, they would be his advisers in com- 
mercial matters. They should be authorised to make use of selected 
Consuls as their correspondents, and it would be their duty to see 
that those Consuls were trained to supply them with the kind of prac- 
tical information required for the maintenance and extension of British 
trade. Although appointed by the Foreign Office, their selection 
should be entrusted to a special Board upon which the Foreign Office, 
the Board of Trade, and the Commercial Community should be repre- 
sented. Their instructions should be drafted by the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence in agreement with the Foreign Office, and all 
their communications and reports should be forwarded to the Board 
of Trade for the use of the Commercial Inntelligence Department 
immediately upon their receipt. 
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XIV.—TARIFFS (pp. 122-124). 


A.—That when the settlement of the general fiscal policy of the 
United Kingdom comes up for consideration and decision, due atten- 
tion should be given to the differing wishes and requirements of the 
textile trades and to the facts in connection with international com- 
petition upon which they are based, as set out in Sections 2-8 of this 
Report ; 


B.—That H.M. Goverament should as soon as possible institute 
an expert examination of the tariffs of the Powers signatory to the 
Paris Resolutions, and of any others of our Allies who may desire an 
economic rapprochement with the British Empire, with a view to 
negotiations for reductions in our favour of such of their duties upon 


textiles (yarns and goods) as affect our trade. 


XV.—TREATMENT OF ENEMY TRADE AFTER THE WAR 
(page 124). 


(1) Interim TREATMENT. 


That for a period of not less than one year after the conclusion 
of peace the import and export of textiles and the raw and partly 
manufactured materials of textiles between the British Empire and 
Enemy States should be prohibited except under licence.

1. The name of the Association is “THE BRADFORD CHAMBER 
oF COMMERCE (INCORPORATED).”’ 


2. The Registered Office of the Association will be situate in

do all or any of the following things so far as allowed by law :— 


(a) To take over the assets and liabilities of the unincorporated 


Bradford Chamber of Commerce. 


(b) To promote and protect the trade, commerce, and manu- 
factures of Bradford and district, and the Home, Colonial, 
and Foreign trades of the United Kingdom. 


(c) To initiate, promote, support, or oppose legislative or other 


measures affecting the aforesaid interests. 


(dq) To represent, express, and give effect to the opinions of the 


Association on commercial questions. 


(e) To collect and disseminate statistical and other information ~ 
relating to trade, commerce, and manufactures. 


(f) To undertake by arbitration or otherwise the settlement of 
disputes arising out of commercial transactions.

(7) Generally to do all such other lawful things as may be con- 
ducive to the extension of trade, commerce, or manufactures, 
or incidental to the attainment of the above objects. 


Provided that the Association being instituted solely for com- 
mercial objects, and comprising amongst its members persons of all 
political opinions, all questions of party politics, general or local, shall 
be excluded from discussion, and no member shall be allowed at any 
meeting to call in question the conduct of any other member in refer- 
ence to the exercise of his political privileges.

4. The income and property of the Association, whencesoever 
derived, shall be applied solely towards the promotion of the objects 
of the Association, as set forth in the Memorandum of Association, 
and no portion thereof shall be paid or transferred, directly or 
. indirectly, by way of dividend, bonus, or otherwise howsoever, by 
way of profit to the Members of the Association, provided that nothing 
herein contained shall prevent the payment in good faith of remunera- 
tion to any officers or servants of the Association, or, subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained, other person, in return for any 


services actually rendered to the Association. 


5. The fourth paragraph of this memorandum is a condition on 
which a license is granted by the Board of Trade to the Association, 
in pursuance of Section 23 of the ‘Companies Act, 1867.”" If any 
member of the Association pays or receives any dividend, bonus, or 
other profit in contravention of the terms of the fourth paragraph of 
this memorandum, his liability shall be unlimited. Provided further 
that no member of the Council of Management or governing body of 
the Association shall be appointed to any salaried office or any office 
paid by fees, and that no remuneration shall be given to any member 
of such Council or governing body except repayment of out-of-pocket 
expenses and interest on money lent. If any payment shall be made 
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to any member in contravention of the provisions of this section the 
liability shall be unlimited of any member who shall receive or make 
such payment after he has been advised in writing that it is unauthorised. 


6. Every member of the Association undertakes to contribute 
to the assets of the Association in the event of the same being wound 
up during the time he is a member or within one year afterwards, for 
payment of the debts and liabilities of the Association contracted 
before the time at which he ceases to be a member, and of the costs, 
charges, and expenses of winding up the same, and for the adjust- 
ment of the rights of the contributories amongst themselves, such 
amount as may be required not exceeding £1, or in case of his liability 
becoming unlimited, such other amount as may be required in pursu- 


ance of the last preceding paragraph of this Memorandum. 


7. If, upon the winding up or dissolution of the Association, 
there remains after the satisfaction of all its debts and liabilities any 
property whatsoever, the same shall not be paid to, or distributed 
among the members of the Association, but if and so far as effect can 
be given to the next provision shall be given or transferred to some 
other institution or institutions having objects similar to the objects 
of the Association, to be determined by the members of the Association

ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION. 


1. For the purpose of registration the number of members of 
the Chamber is declared not to exceed 500. 


2. The Council hereinafter mentioned may, whenever the pur- 


poses of the Chamber require it, register an increase of members. 


3. These Articles shall be construed with reference to the pro- 
visions of the Companies Acts, 1862 to 1893, so far as they are con- 
sistent therewith, and terms used in these Articles shall be taken as 
having the same respective meanings as they have where used in 
those Acts. 


4. The Association is established for the purposes expressed in 
the Memorandum of Association, and is herein referred to as “ the 


Cham ber.”’ . 


MEMBERSHIP. 


5. The following shall be members of the Chamber :— 


(1) All the present members of the unincorporated Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce who, within twelve calendar months 
after the registration of the Memorandum of Association, 
shall signify to the Council or Secretary of the Chamber 


their consent to be members. 


(2) All such persons interested in the various branches of the 
trade of Bradford and its neighbourhood as shall pay one 
of the subscriptions hereinafter mertioned, and consent in 
writing to be members, and shall be admitted as members» 
by the Council. 
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SUBSCRIPTIONS AND VOTES. 


6. The Annual Subscription for each member shall be not less 
than One Guinea, to be paid in advance on the Ist day of January 
in each year. 


7. The number of votes to which members shall be entitled shall 
be as follows :—Subscribers of One Guinea annually, one vote; Two 
Guineas annually, two votes; Three Guineas and upwards annually, 
three votes; a Life Member, one vote. 


8. In the case of Firm or Company members, all the Partners 
in the firm, or all the Directors of the Company, may attend the 
meetings of the Chamber, but only one such Partner or Director shall 


vote under Rule 7, as representing the Firm or Company member. 


9. The authorised agents of members not resident in Bradford 


may vote in the names of their principals. 


10. No member whose subscription is one month or more in 
arrear shall be entitled to vote. 


11. No person, except the persons who sign the Memorandum 
of Association and members of the unincorporated Bradford Chamber 
of Commerce, shall be entitled to vote or to exercise any privilege of 
membership until he shall have been a member of the Chamber for at 
least three months. 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP. 


12. Any individual member may, on payment of the sum of 
Ten Guineas at one time, become a Life Member. A Life Member 
shall be exempt from any further subscriptions, but shall neverthe- 
less have all the privileges and advantages of an annual subscriber. 
Firms cannot be Life Members. 


EXECUTIVE. 


13. The business of the Chamber shall be managed by a Board 
of Directors (hereinafter referred to as the Council), to be styled “* The 
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Council of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce.’ The Council shall 
be composed of elected members and ex-officio members as follows :— 


(a) There shall be thirty elected members chosen out of the general 
body of members of the Chamber as hereinafter provided. 


(6) The ez-officto members shall be the Members of Parliament 
for the Borough of Bradford and the Mayor of Bradford 
for the time being,.or such of them as shall consent to act, 
and the Chairman of each Trade Section formed in connec- 
tion with the Chamber. The Council may also elect as 
ex-officio members the President or Chairman for the time 
being (or a duly appointed representative) of any other 
mercantile, legal, or industrial association established in the 
City or District. 


14. The following or such of them as shall consent to act shall 
be members of the Council until the Annual General Meeting in the ~

15. At each Annual General Meeting after that in 1899 the ten 
elective members of Council who have been longest in office shall retire.

Wade. 


1899.—Messrs. Amos Crabtree, T. Arthur Duncan, Smith Feather, 
J. Arthur Godwin, G. Hotfmann, J. C. Horsfall, John Mad- 
docks, H. D. Sichel, F. F. Steinthal, and A. D. Ellis. 


16. The election of members of Council shall be conducted as 
follows :—- 


(a) At least fourteen days before the Annual General Meeting a 
list shall be opened at the Secretary’s office for members of 
the Chamber to nominate gentlemen (being members of the 
Chamber) for election as members of Council; such list 
shall be closed at least seven days before the date of such 
Annual Meeting. No member shall propose more than 
three candidates, and it shall not be lawful for partners in a 
firm to nominate each other, or to be nominated simul- 
taneously. 


(b) In the event of the number of persons so nominated exceeding 
the number of vacancies, then a voting paper, containing a 
list of the names of the persons nominated, shall be sent 
by the Secretary to each member of the Chamber, as early 
as practicable. Such voting paper shall be returned to the 
Secretary, signed by the voter, before the time fixed for such 
Annual Meeting. Each member may vote for any ten of the 
persons so nominated, but shall not give more than one vote 
to each person voted for. 
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(c) The Annual General Meeting shall appoint two members to 
count the votes, and the ten candidates who shall be found 
to have received the greatest number of votes shall be de- 
clared elected. In case of equality the Chairman of the 
meeting shall give a casting vote. 


(d) If there are fewer candidates nominated than there are 
vacancies, or if the number nominated shall equal the 
number of vacancies, the candidates shall be deemed to be 
duy elected. The remaining vacancies (if any) shall be 
filled up by the members present at such Annual Meeting 
from amongst the members of the Chamber, without any 


previous nomination. 


17. Should ‘an elected member of Council not have attended 
three Council Meetings during the year, he shall, ¢pso facto, retire, but 
shall be eligible for re-election. Any vacancy so caused, and also any 
vacancy caused by the death or resignation of a member of Council, 
shall be filled up by the Council within three months of the vacancy 
occurring. The member of Council elected in accordance with this 
clause to fill a vacancy caused by retirement, death, or resignation, 
shall hold office for the unexpired portion of the term for which the 
member of Council so retiring, dying, or resigning, was originally 
elected. The Council shall have full power to act, notwithstanding 
that any vacancy shall not have been filled up. 


COUNCIL. 


18. The Council shall at its first meeting after the Annual 
General Meeting in 1898 and each year following elect out of its own 
body a President, two, Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, and an Auditor 
for the ensuing year. The following shall fill these offices until the 
first meeting of Council after the Annual General Meeting in 1898, 
namely :—President, Henry Sutcliffe; Vice-Presidents, G. Hoffmann, 
W. A. Whitehead; Treasurer, James Gordon; Auditor, Duncan 
G. Law. 
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19. The Council shall meet at least once in every alternate 
month, and shall be summoned by circular from the Secretary. 


20. Special Meetings of the Council may be convened by the 
President, the two Vice-Presidents, or three members of Council, notice 
of such meetings, stating the objects thereof, being given at least two 
days previously by the Secretary. 


21. No business of which notice has not been duly given in the 
circular convening the meeting shall be transacted at any meeting of 
the Council, except by consent of the President. 


22. All meetings of the Council shall be presided over by the 
President, or one of the Vice-Presidents, or one of the elected members 
of Council, and the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. The 
Council may determine the quorum necessary for the transaction of 
business. Until otherwise determined, three members of Council 


shall be a quorum. 


23. The Council shall appoint such Committees as it may deem 
necessary, with power for such Committees to association with them 
for any special purpose any other person or persons, with full power 
to act and vote on such Committees. Each Committee shall appoint 
a Chairman, who may at any time convene a meeting of his Committee, 
and shall do so on the requisition of three of its members. The Council 


may from time to time dissolve or re-appoint any such Committee. 


24. The Council shall acquire and take over the assets of the 
existing Bradford Chamber of Commerce and discharge the liabilities 
of that body, and shall have power to take offices for the use of the 
Chamber, and to appoint a Secretary, and such other officers as may 
be found necessary for the due conduct of the business of the Chamber, 
with annual salaries and other remuneration, to engage professional 
assistance, and to remunerate all persons employed by them; and, 
subject to the provisions of these Articles, to appoint their own meetings 
and regulate their own proceedings, to manage and superintend the 
affairs of the Chamber, and act in the name of the Chamber, and gener- 
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ally to execute all powers and functions of the Chamber not hereby 
conferred upon General Meetings of the Chamber. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CHAMBER. 


25. The first General Meeting of the Chamber shall be held 
within four calendar months of the registration of the Memorandum 
of Association in accordance with Section 39 of the Companies Act of 
1867. An Annual Meeting of the members of the Chamber shall be 
held in the month of January. Three members personally present 
shall be a quorum at the Annual Meeting. 


26. Notice of the Annual Meeting shall be given by circular to 
each member. 


27. At or previous to each Annual Meeting the Council shall 
deliver to the members a report of its transactions, and shall produce 
the Treasurer’s audited account of receipts and disbursements for 
the preceding year. 


SPECIAL MEETINGS OF THE CHAMBER. 


28. Special meetings of the members of the Chamber shall be 
convened by the Secretary at the request of the President or the 
Council, or on the requisition of six members of Council or of twenty 
members of the Chamber; the requisition and the notice shall state 
the objects for which the meeting is called, and no other business shall 
be entertained. 


29. Two days’ notice at least shall be given of all such meetings 
by a circular addressed to each member. Fifteen members personally 
present shall be a quorum at a Special Meeting. 


30. Questions shall be determined by a majority of the members 
present and voting (in person or by their authorised agents in accord- 
ance with Clause 9) unless a poll of the Chamber be demanded by 
one-fourth of those present. In the latter case a voting paper shall 
be sent to each member, and the final decision of the Chamber taken 
accordingly. 
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31. No resolution of an Annual Meeting or of a special meeting 
of the Chamber shall be rescinded except by a special meeting con- 
vened for that purpose. 


32. Each meeting of the Chamber shall be presided over by the 
President, or, in his absence, by a Vice-President or one of the mem- 
bers of Council, and in their absence the meeting shall elect a Chairman. 
The Chairman presiding at any meeting shall have an original and also 
a casting vote. 


TRADE SECTIONS. 


33. Any number of members of the Chamber who may desire to 
associate themselves together in a Trade Section, with the view of 
representing more effectually the interests of any particular trade or 
branch of trade, may address the Council to that effect, and the Council 
thereupon may authorise the formation of such Trade Section. 


34. A register shall be kept by the Secretary of the Chamber 
of the names of the members enrolled from time to time in the various 
Sections. 


35. The President and Treasurer of the Chamber shall be 
ex-officio members of every Trade Section. 


36. Members of the Chamber desiring to be admitted members 
of a Trade Section already formed may be enrolled by resolution of 
that Section on the proposition of two members thereof, subject to 
confirmation by the Council. 


37. Each Trade Section may elect a Committee from amongst 
its own members, to transact business on behalf of such Trade Section. 


38. Kach Trade Section shall annually elect a Chairman and 
may also elect a Deputy-Chairman, and may fill up any vacancy that 


may arise from time to time in the office of Chairman or Deputy- 
Chairman. 
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39. The Chairman of each Trade Section shall be e2-officio a 


member of the Council. 


40. The Chairman, Deputy-Chairman, or four ordinary members 
of any Trade Section shall be entitled to call a meeting of the members 


of that Section on signifying such desire to the Secretary. 


41. Every Trade Section shall keep minutes of its proceedings ; 
such minutes shall be presented for approval or otherwise of the Council 


at its ordinary meetings. 


42. The Chairman or other duly appointed representative of any 
Trade Section shall be entitled to bring any matter relating to the 
Trade of that Section under the special attention of the Council in 
the first instance, and afterwards of the Chamber at a General Meeting, 


should the Council consider it desirable. 


43. If the Chairman or appointed representative of a Trade 
Section shall intimate in writing to the Secretary of the Chamber, or 
verbally at a meeting of the Council, his desire that the Council shall 
postpone coming to a final decision upon a question affecting the 
interests of his Section, then the Council shall defer further discussion 
and decision on such question until after the expiration of at least 
fourteen days from such notice of objection, and during such fourteen 
days the Section or Sectional Committee shall meet and consider the 
matter in question with a view to the Chairman or appointed repre- 
sentative subsequently submitting to the Council its opinions upon 


the points of difierence. 


44. No resolution of any Section or Sectional Committee shall 
have force as binding the Chamber until confirmed by the Council or 
by the Chamber. 


45. The Secretary of the Chamber shall act as Secretary of each 
Trade Section and its Committees, unless the members of any section 
prefer to appoint an Honorary Secretary from amongst their own 
members. In the latter case the Secretary of the Chamber shall be 


an ex-officio member of such Section and its Committees. 
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46. The Council may levy a contribution upon each of the 
ordinary members of any Trade Section, to cover any extra expenses 
incurred by that Section. 


BYE-LAWS. 


47. The Council shall have power from time to time to make 
such Bye-Laws as they may judge necessary for carrying on the 
business of the Chamber, or of any Trade Section, and may alter or 
revoke such Bye-Laws from time to time. Any Director wishing to 
propose an addition to, or alteration in, or revocation of any such 
Bye-Laws, shall give seven days’ previous notice thereof, in writing, 
to the Secretary, who shall give at least two days’ notice to the Council 
of such proposition, and no Bye-Law shall be made, altered, or revoked 
without such notice. Provided that without a special resolution no 
Bye-Law shall be made which would amount to such an alteration of 
or addition to the Articles as could only legally be made by a special 


resolution. 
DISCUSSIONS. 


48. Any member of the Chamber, on giving two days’ notice to 
the Secretary, may attend any ordinary meeting of the Council, with 
liberty to speak (but not to vote) on any subject under discussion. Such 
member may also introduce a subject for discussion, provided that a 
_ week’s notice thereof has been given to the Secretary, in writing, and 
that the President approve of the subject being introduced. 


RECORDS. 


49. <A correct record of the proceedings of the Chamber and of 
the Council and its Committees and Trade Sections shall be kept in 
suitable books, which, together with all documents, commercial statis- 
tics, and other information, shall be open to the inspection of the 
members of the Chamber at all convenient times. 


ARBITRATION. 


50. The Chamber shall have power to undertake, through its 
Council or a Committee appointed for the purpose, the settlement of 
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disputes arising out of commercial transactions, by appointment of 
Arbitrators, or otherwise, under such regulations as the Council shall 
from time to time determine. 


BOARDS OF CONCILIATION. 


51. The Council shall be empowered to associate with any other 
public body or bodies for the purpose of establishing and conducting, 
under such Rules as may be mutually agreed upon, a Board or Boards 
of Conciliation and or Arbitration, for the adjustment of labour dis- 
putes arising in Bradford and the district within such distance of 
Bradford as the Council may think fit. 


ACCOUNTS. 


52. The Treasurer shall make up his accounts to the 3lst 
December in each year ;- such accounts shall be audited by the auditor 
appointed in accordance. with these Articles, and printed, and a copy 
thereof delivered to the members at, or previous to, the Annual 
Meeting. 


LIST OF MEMBERS. 


53. The Secretary shall keep a correct list of the members of 
the Chamber; such list shall be open to the members’ inspection at 
any conveniert time. 


54. A notice may be served by the Company upon any member 
either personally or by sending it by prepaid post addressed to such 
member at his registered place of business or abode. 


55. Any notice if,served by post shall be deemed to have been 
served at the time when the same would be delivered in the ordinary 
course of the post; and in proving such service it shall be sufficient 
to prove that the notice was properly addressed and put into the post 
oftice.

The Ministry of Reconstruction invited the War Office 
to form a fully-representative Wool Council for the 


following purposes :— 


(a) To advise as to the needs of the Industry in 


regard to raw materials during the transition period ; 


(6) To prepare plans which will facilitate the 


turnover from war to peace conditions ; 


(c) To speak on behalf of the Woollen Industry 
in the matters on which the proposed Standing Council 
on Post-War Priority may wish to consult with them. 


The Wool Textile Association received an invitation 
from Sir Arthur Goldfinch (the Director of Raw Materials), 
to send three delegates to a conference held October 
24th in London, for the purpose of discussing the method 
of constituting such a Council, and the delegates chosen 
were Mr. T. A. Corry (a member of the Council of the 
Chamber), Col. G. Hoffmann, and Mr. R. H. Glanfield. 
At the conference the proposals of the Department, and 
an alternative scheme outlined by Sir William Priestley, 
were discussed, after which there was an adjournment 
for one week to enable the various trade associations to 
consider the situation. In the meantime there was a 
conference in Bradford of all parties concerned, and the 


constitution of the employers’ side of the Council was 
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mutually agreed upon. When the conference met again 
on October 31st, it was arranged that the Council should

The Secretary (Mr. P. Anderson) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and submitted the Annual Report and Statement of Accounts. 


The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the Report and Accounts, 
referred to the regrettable absence of the President, who had rendered 
the Chamber such valuable service during the time he had_ been 
President. 


He also referred to the fact that the expenditure for the past year 
amounted to more than double the subscription income, and that but for 
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special uncertain income from certificate fees there would have heen 
a heavy debit balance. This was very unsatisfactory, and it was 
suggested that the annual subscription should be increased so as to put 
the finances of the Chamber on a satisfactory footing. The adoption 
of the report and accounts was seconded by Mr. William Maude and 
agreed to. 


Mr. E. H. Gates said they ought not to be dependent on chance 
receipts, and the subscriptions of the members should provide sufficient 
to pay the legitimate expenses of the werk of the Chamber. 


Mr. E. R. Firth remarked that a Ministry of Commerce was likely 
to be established, and if so many Chambers of Commerce would become 
recognised bodies.

ANNUAL MEETING OF COUNCIL. 


The Annual Meeting of the Council of the Bradford Chamber of 
Commerce was held at the Offices of the Chamber, Exchange Buildings, 
Bradford, on Tuesday, the 25th February, 1919, at 2.30 p.m. 


The chair was occupied at the opening of the proceedings by the 
retiring President, Mr. J. H. Robinson, J.P., and there was a large 
attendance of members. 


ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Robinson moved that Mr. H. Sutcliffe Smith be elected 
President of the Chamber for the ensuing year. He remarked that in 
becoming President. Mr. Sutcliffe Smith would be following in the 
footsteps of his uncle, Mr. Henry Sutcliffe, who was one of the most 


esteemed of the commercial men of Bradford in his day. Mr. Sutcliffe 


Smith’s position in the Bradford Dyers’ Association was a_ sufficient 
guarantee of his ability. The success that attended the Chamber’s 
efforts at the Brussels and Turin Exhibitions was largely due to 
his initiative and energy. He was chairman of the Trade After | 
the War Committee, probably the most important committee 
connected with the Chamber. They could feel that they would not be 
disappointed in their estimate of Mr. Sutcliffe Smith’s abilities, or the 
way in which he would conduct the business of the Chamber. 


Mr. William Maude seconded the proposition, which was supported 
by Mr. William Wade, Mr. Duncan G. Law, Mr. J. W. Buckle, Mr. 
William Watson, and Mr. George? Garnett. 


Mr. Duncan G. Law remarked that Mr. Sutcliffe Smith had had a 
distinguished career in Bradford, and he was well known to everybody 
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in the trade as a man of method and an original thinker. The work he 
did in connection with the exhibitions in Brussels and Turin was 
masterly, and much of the credit accruing to Bradford from them was 


due to his initiative and resource. 


The proposition having been unanimously agreed to, Mr. Sutcliffe 
Smith took the chair. 


NEW PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS, 


Having expressed his high appreciation of the honour conferred 
upon him, the new president proceeded to refer to several subjects which 
he considered were of outstanding importance. 


First of all, there was the question of restrictions and Government 
control ontrade. He was glad to see that the Government were gradually 
withdrawing restrictions as far as possible on exports, but he was 
aware that until peace was declared it would be necessary to maintain ~ 
some restrictions on exports to countries contiguous to enemy countries 
on account of military and political reasons. But the sooner all export 
restrictions to all neutral countries could be removed the better for the 
welfare of trade, and now that the war was over the sooner trade could 
be left to the initiative and enterprise of those who without Government 
assistance had built it up the better for the nation. 


He was glad to see that the opinion of the Wool Council, in both 
labour and employers’ sections, was unanimously in agreement that 
whatever slight reduction in the issue price of wool was thought 
necessary in April, there should be no further reduction during the year. 
This, he felt sure, would eventually help considerably to restore confi- 
dence, and to the placing of orders for the autumn and spring. 


FRENCH TRADE. 


There was another important subject which had been causing the 
greatest anxiety to many Bradford traders. The British Government 
had agreed to supply machinery, so far as the devastated areas of the 
Allies were concerned, on an equality of treatment with our own domestic 
requirements, which was a great act of magnanimity. The Government 
had agreed, also, to supply a considerable amount of wool, tops, and yarns 
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later on, when the machinery available could take it up. He trusted the 
British Government, therefore, in return for this machinery, raw 
materials, yarn, &c., would arrange, as a quid pro quo, that contracts 
definitely made for British goods by the non-invaded districts of France 
should be duly honoured, the British Government having already given 
every facility for their export. 


In the interests of international commercial morality it was 
necessary that Governments, and particularly Allied Governments, 
should not allow their subjects to repudiate or make it impossible for 
them to take up definite contracts they had entered into for goods, 
which they wished to take up, by refusing to grant import licences for 
them. If what was at present intended were carried out, the results 
would be disastrous to all firms in this district doing a French trade. 
They had had too much of the ignoring of a “scrap of paper” in the 
political world. Heaven forbid that they should have it in the commer- 
cial world. (Hear, hear.) The Chamber had already taken strong 
action, and a circular had been issued to members of the Chamber and 
other exporters asking for particulars of goods on order for France. Any 
merchant or manufacturer who kad not received these forms should 
apply for them and fill them up immediately, as this matter was of the 
greatest importance. A deputation interviewed Sir Albert Stanley 
relative to the matter on Thursday. 


EXCESS PROFITS TAX. 


Referring to the question of the excess profits tax, the President 
said the uncertainty existing in regard thereto was seriously restricting 
business, and a definite settlement would, without doubt, help to stabilise 
matters and clear the situation. The tax in itself was not only an 
encouragement to lavish extravagance, but it also stopped initiative, and 
withdrew capital from industry. At present there were, despite the 
modifications from the original Act, injustices in the application of the 
tax. He particularly referred to those firms who started business 
shortly before the war, and to those commencing subsequently, as it put 
them at a disadvantage. It was obvious that if business was to be 
progressive there must be a constant stream of new businesses and 
business men.

LABOUR QUESTIONS. 


Although the Chamber of Commerce did not include labour, as at 
the present time it loomed so largely in the public eye he would like to 
make a few brief observations on the subject. There never had been 
such a universal desire as at present existed in this country to give labour 
its due, and employers all over the kingdom, recognising that pre-war 
conditions were gone for ever, were showing a willing spirit to go 
as far as ever possible to meet its desires. He had the greatest possible 
appreciation of the British working man, and of his ability and capacity. 
for good, sound, honest work, and he heartily wished to associate himself 
with him in his desire for more of the amenities of life, for more leisure, 
for better working conditions, for better housing, for more opportunity 
for education, for a higher standard of living generally, and he felt 
strongly that it was our duty to take a broad view, and help him in 
every way possible to attain these ends compatible with what was possible 
if we were to retain our trade. 


In return for this it was absolutely necessary that no restriction on 
production should obtain, as the limitation of output was the very worst 
thing that could happen for the workers themselves and for the country 
asa whole. The nation could not go on—without taking into consideration 
economic conditions in other countries—reducing hours and increasing 
wages until we would get to a point when Great Britain would. find 
herself unable to compete in the markets of the world, nor could we 
forget the interdependence of each particular industry on every other. 
Therefore, if these demands were pressed indefinitely, Great Britain 
would cease to be an exporting nation, and would consequently sink to 
the level of a third or fourth rate Power, with the result that the very 
trades which employed and supported the workers, and by means of 
which they supplied their necessities, would be ruined. 


EXPORT TRADE VITAL. 


The present standard of life could only be maintained and enhanced 
and housing, educational, and other vital questions properly tackled, by 
a largely increased export trade, which would also be vital to enable us 
to bear the burden of our huge debt and to pay the taxation we would 
inevitably have to face in the future. At the present time especially, 
when everyone was suffering from the strain of the greatest war of 
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all time, a war that had put the whole world in the melting-pot and left 
things in a state of chaos, it was highly desirable that we should have an 
industriaLarmistice, and that we should not jeopardise the victory against 
might which we had won, by undue pressure to arrive at the millennium 
allat once. Lnpatience, too much eagerness to settle immediately matters 
of outstanding importance which seriously affected the whole ndustrial 
wellbeing of the nation, without due consideration, whilst industry was 
trying to adapt itself to peace conditions, would lead to national 
confusion, and might lead to a national catastrophe. 


If outstanding questions, political and industrial, throughout 
Europe could be satisfactorily settled, and the present general uncertainty 
cleared up, there was considerable hope and every probability of spindles 
and looms being kept fully employed for a fairly long time, especially as 
the world was short of textile goods, and they could not expect serious 
competition for some time from other belligerent countries, excepting, 
possibly, the United States and Japan, which were entirely new factors 
in the wool textile export market. The amount of stock now in the 
United Kingdom of woollen, worsted, dress, lining, flannel and blanket 
goods was a favourable factor, as from reliable information he heard it 
was only about four months’ consumption. It was more than ever essen- 
tial that all the markets available should be thoroughly exploited and 
new ones opened, in order to maintain and increase the export trade, by 
which alone we could be successful and overcome the difficulties of the 
years to follow. He considered it, therefore, highly desirable that 
British firms should show the greatest enterprise in establishing their 
own houses in all the overseas markets, to replace business done 
formerly with firms now on the Black List. 


He was hoping that the new joint Department of the Board of 
Trade and the Foreign Office—the Department of Overseas Trade— would 
prove of great benefit to trade. The spirit shown in the initiation of this 
Department was a distinct step forward, particularly in recognition of 
the status of commercial attachés. As there was a desire being 
manifested to make it of real service and a source of useful information 
for British traders, the Department should have their help and support 
in every way. They had by no means reached finality in the production 
of their goods, and only by thorough co-operation and co-ordination 
from the raw material to the finished piece, by scientific technica, 
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processes, by the utilisation of new ideas, having always in view the 
production of goods exceeding in value and excellence those of our 
competitors, could they succeed in keeping abreast of the times. There 
was an enormous amount of lost ground to recover, but if the whole 
nation would supplement its magnificent effort in the war by a similar 
effort in the production of goods, the people would recover from their 
crushing burden of debt, lighten their taxation, improve the standard 
of living, and build up again a prosperous, successful and happy 
nation. (Applause.) 


VOTE OF THANKS TO RETIRING PRESIDENT. 


In conclusion, the President proposed a hearty vote of thanks to 
Mr. Robinson for his long service. He had worthily maintained the 
traditions of the presidency during a most exacting period, and the 
whole trade of Bradford owed him a great debt of gratitude for all he ~ 
had done. 


Sir William Priestley seconded the vote of thanks, and spoke in 
high praise of the splendid way in which for five years Mr. Robinson 
had conducted the affairs of the Chamber. They could safely say that 
Bradford was better commercially for Mr. Robinson’s services. 


Mr. William Watson, Mr. E. H. Gates, Mr. John Emsley, and Mr. 
T. Sowden endorsed this tribute, and the vote of thanks was cordially 
carried. Mr. Robinson briefly replied. 


ELECTION OF VICE-PRESIDENTS. 


On the proposition of Mr. T. A. Corry, seconded by Mr. W. H. 
Lister, and supported by Mr. Robinson, Mr. Henry Whitehead (who 


was unable to be present) was elected senior vice-president. 


Mr. E. R. Firth was elected junior vice-president on the proposition 
of Mr. E. H. Gates, seconded by Mr. C. R. Hindley. 


EFFECT OF SHORTER HOURS. 


Mr. Firth, in responding, made reference to the forthcoming 
reduction of working hours in the wool textile trade. He pointed out 
that there were 5,600,000 woollen and worsted spindles, 1,000,000 
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doubling spindles, and 105,000 looms. If hours were reduced by 15 per 
cent. it was reasonable to argue that output would decrease pro- 
portionately. Therefore if the present volume of output were to be 
maintained, the industry would require an addition to jts machinery of 
840,000 spindles, 150,000 more doubling spindles, and 15,600 more looms. 
How was it possible, when the State took 90 per cent. of the profits, to 
secure that addition to machinery in order to maintain output ? 


ELECTION OF HON. TREASURER AND HON. AUDITOR. 


Mr. A. E. Lewis wrote resigning the office of hon. treasurer, and 
his membership of the Council. 


His resignation of the Treasurership was accepted, but on the 
suggestion of the President it was agreed to ask Mr. Lewis to retain 
for the present his seat on the council. On the motion of the President, 
seconded by Mr. Maude, Mr. Robinson was appointed hon. treasurer. 


Mr. W. M. Gray, F.C.A., was appointed hon. auditor, on the motion 
of Mr. John Emsley, seconded by Mr. Thos. Sowden. 


TRADE MATTERS. 


The British Chamber of Commerce for Spain wrote complaining of 
Spanish manufacturers obtaining ranges of samples of English woollen 
goods, copying designs and styles and marking their goods with English 
trade descriptions, for the evident purpose of misleading American and 
other buyers. They suggested that no samples should be sent to Spain 
unless to authorised agents of British firms or to the British Chamber 
of Commerce. Mr. Gates thought that patterns should not be sent 
broadcast to Spain. It was also intimated that the matter was 
receiving attention at the hands of the Goverment Departments 
concerned. : 


The Board of Trade wrote stating that on account of the inaproved 
conditions it would be unnecessary to requisition stocks held on account 
of neutrals. The President remarked that this announcement was very 
satisfactory, and was largely owing to the action taken by the 
Chamber.
